> (2.) In Matt. XXVIII. 9. our ordinary copies have this clauſe, 


And as the women went to tell his diſciples, behold Jeſus met them, &c. 
This was indeed true of the whole number of theſe women, about 
two hours afterward, when they went from the ſepulchre ; but not of 
the two Maries, with whom alone Matthew is now concerned; and 
contradicts the reſt of this hiſtory, not only in Matthew, but in Luke, 
and Mark, and the Conſtitutions alſo. Accordingly this clauſe is 
wanting in Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, and in many others, 
and ſo may well be rejeded as ſpurious. | | 

3.) In John XX. L. All our other copies, even Beza's Latin, have 
this clauſe, that The other diſciple (John himſelf) went into the ſepul- 
4 chre, and ſaw the grave-clithes and believed ; whereas the Greek * 
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(1.) Our Copies of Matthew XX VII. 64. ſay, that the Jewiſh Chief

he did 9+ believe the reſurrection. Theſe other copies do not only 
contradict all the other evidence, which fully aſſures us, that none of 
the - Apoſties did yet believe the reſurrection, Matt. XX VIII. 17. 
John XX. 24, 25. Mark XVI. 11, 13, 14. but the verſe immediate- 
ly following it in all copies: Fir as yet they knew not the ſcripture, 
that he muft riſe from the dead. | 

(4 ) In Luke XXIII. 53. Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, and 
no others, has this remarkable clauſe, And when Joſeph of Arimathea 
had laid Feſus in the ſepulchre, he put to the fepulchre a flone which twer- 
ty men could hardly roll. Such cylindrical ſtones, which were at laſt 
to be raiſed over ſepulchres, and of ſuch vaſt largeneſs, intirely agree 
with the Old Teſtament, Gen. XXXV. 20. 2 Sam. XVIII. 18. and 
Mr. Maundre!!'s deſcriptions and meaſures of ſeveral of them, in the 
neighbourhood of Judca, pag. 21, 22, 23. I ſuppoſe this account has 
been omitted of late in our copies, from the ignorance of the tran- 
icnbers'; who thought this largeneſs plainly incredible. 

(.) Luke XXIII. 55. Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, men- 
tions only the two forenamed Women, of thoſe many that followed 
our Saviour from Galilee, and ſaw him upon the Crols, (and this con- 
firmed by Mark XV. 47. and the Conſtitutions V. 14.) who ſaw the 
ſepalchre in Joſeph of Arimathea's garden: While the other copies 
03:11: the number i Now the confuſion of the journey of thoſe 
tws do early, with the others journey ſo much later, has been tlie 
chiei occaſion of the perplexity in this whole hiſtory. 

(6.) Luke XXIV. 12. We have this verſe inſerted into all our mo- 
dern copies: But Peter aroſe and ran to the ſepulchre ; and ſtoopiug down 
he beheld the linen clothes laid by themſelves, and departed 3 wondring iu 
himſelf at that which had come to paſs. Which text, at this point of 
time, conſounds the whole narration alſo. Peter being evidently un- 
acquainted with theſe matters, till he ran to the ſepulchre with John 
aiterward, John XX. 1—10. Nay Luke's own account, XXIV. 24. 
plainly contradicts this relation, which our modern copies make him 
to give us here, of Peter's running alhe at this time to the ſepulchre, 
For chere the two diſciples gaing to Oulammaus (a Village ſo called in 
the Septuzgint, as the old name of Bethel, Gen, XX VIII. 19. but 
not to Emmaus, as in our modern copies) ſay they were not one in 
the linguiar, but certain perſons in the plural, who confirmed the teſti- 
mony of the two Women, concerning our Saviour's body being re- 
moved or gone out of the ſepulchre : as Joh. XX. 2. Bur this verſe 15 
wanting both in the Greek and Latin of Beza's copy. _ | 

(7.) Mark XVI. 1. We have in our ether Copies this verſe ; 4:4 
hen the Sabbath aas paſt, Mary Magdalen, Mary the mother of James, 
{both rightly named in the verſe foregoing, xv. 47. as beholding the 
place where the body of Feſus was laid.) And Salome had bought feuvett 
ſpices, that they might come and amint it. This addition of Salome al- 
10 confounds the hiflory of the two former Maries, which was much 
earlier, With that of the reſt of the Women, which was much later: 
whereas: Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, juſtly omits the firſt pat 
of verſe iſt, and rightly connects the other narration with the laſt 
verſe of the foregoing chapter, thus: Aid Mary Magdalen, and eo

and bought feet ſpices, that they might anoint him. 

(8.) In Mark xvi. 2. Our uſual Copies molt abſurdly aſſure us that 
very early in the morning, was the ſame point of time with that when 
the Sun was riſen, But then Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, 
omits the word very early, perhaps as inconſiſtent with the other. How- 
ever, I {trongly ſuſpect the omifiion here of a few words in all our co- 
pies, between very early, and ſunriſing, not only becauſe of the incon- 
ſiſtency of thoſe two characters of time, but becauſe, ſomewhat later 
in John, the more ambiguous exprefiion very early, is explained by 
this other aui it was yet dark: which we all know is utterly in- 
confiitent with /unrifirg. | 

(9.) Luke xxiv. 40. Our common copies give thus this verſe, that 
When Feſus had thus ſpoken, He ſhewed the tabs Ii omen his hands and 
his feet; as if theſe two Women now actually took the ſame ſatis- 
faction as to the reſurrection that the Apoſliles did afterwards ; which 
no way agrees with the prodigious concern they were now in, when, 
in Mark's words, xvi, 8. They went et, and fled from the ſepuichre 3 
for they feared, and were amazed; neither ſaid they any thing to any man, 
for they were afraid. But Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, has 
no ſuch verſe. ; 

(i0.) Acts x. 41. Our uſual copies omit a moſt material paſſage, 
which is in Beza's copy, both Greek and Latin, and confirm'd by Ig- 
natius's double citation of it. Ad. Trall. F. 9. and Ad. Smyrn. F. 3. as 
well as by ſeveral other ancient copies. It is in Peter's ſpeech to Cor- 
nelius, that Zeſus of Nazareth did cat and drink and converſe with the 
Apojiles 40 ways after ne roſe from the dead. Nor ought I to forget 
here that extraordinary confiimation of thoſe 40 Days, which the 
original inſtitution of Lent, before Paſſion Week, in memory of them, 
affords us. For thus ſpeak the Apoſtles themſelves, Conſtitut. V. 13; 


The faſt of or for forty days, is to be obſerved by you; as containing 4 


memorial of our Lord's Converſation and Lepiſſature. 

II. I obſerve, That the deſcript.ons of the firſt ſingle Angel that 
rolled away the one, and affrighted away the keepers of the ſepul- 
chre, and appeared to the two Maries, and of the two or four ſeen 
aſterwards, are fo very different, that Expoſitors are to blame not to 


take notice of them. The former is thus delcribed, that An Anger 


of the Lord diſcended from heaven, and came and rolled back the flone, and 
fat upon it. His countenance «vas like lightning, and his raiment white 
as ſaw. Aud for fear of him the keepers did ſhake, and became as 
dead men, Matt. xxviii. 2, 3, 4. And when a little afterward. this 
Angel removed the ſione, and {at on the right fide of the fepulchre, 
He wwas clothed in a lang white Garment, and the Women avere affrighted. 
Aud they avent out and fied from the ſepulchre 3; they feared and were? 
amazed; neither ſaid they any thing to any man, for they <xere afraid. 
Mar. xvi, 5-8. Of two of the latter it is only ſaid, Mary Magdalen 
feeth tæuo Angels, the one at the bead, and the other at the feet, were 
the body of Feſus had lam. And when they ſpake to her, ſhe ap- 
peared no way affrighted : which is almoſt the {ame caſe with that of 
the two Angels, that appeared to the reit of the Women two hows 
afte ward. I obſerve, III. That 
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TIT. That we have other evidence, that in ſome of theſe appearances 
to the Women there were ſeveral Angels ſeen, and perhaps five in all. 
This we are fully informed of by Cleopas, and his companion. Luke 
XXiv. 23, that the Women had ſeen à wifion of Angels, As it is equal- 
ly plain, that two ſuch Angels ſtood by the xi. at our Saviour's Aſ- 
cenſion. Act. i. 11. I Obſerve, | 

IV. That the vaſt largeneſs of the ſepulchre ſtone, that could hard- 


ly be rolled by 20 Men, demonſtrates the abſurdity of that plea of the 


Jews, that the xi. diſciples came by night and flole the body away, while 
the ſoldiers were aſleep, Since this could not poſſibly be done, even 
had they been all faſt aſleep, without making ſuch a noiſe as muſt in- 
fallibly have awakened them, and diſappointed the deſign of carrying 
off the body unſeen and unheard ; as was to be pretended. I obſerve 

V. That the principal objection againſt this hiſtory of the reſurrecti- 
on of Chriſt on the third day, is what all our copies afford us, Matt. 
Xii. 40. that, As Jonas was three days and three nights in the Whale's 
belly, ſo ſhall the Son of Man alſo be three days and three nights in the 
Heart of the earth, This reading is the ſame both in Beza's Greek 
and Latin, and in the modern copies of the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions 
themſelves, v. 14. and thence in Ignatius's Epiſtle to the Trallians, 
F. 9. Whereas Jeſus of Nazareth was dead but one whole day, part of 
two other days,and two nights. Which cannot with any propriety be e- 
ſtee med three days and three nights: as the prediction, if genuine, affirms. 


Now here I mult offer a ſolution quite different from our modern 


Commentators. For as I agree with them that the reſurrection after a 
day, and part of two more, may be called three days; or within, or 
after three days; or on the third day, which are the uſual language in 


| ſuch caſes in the New Teſtament, in Joſephus, and other ancient Au- 


thors, ſo I cannot pretend that avs nights alone are three nights. 
Now this being granted, 1 deny that ever our Lord did foretel ſo great 


a duration between his death and reſurrection as 4hree days and thi ee 


»ights : which yet is in almoſt all copies, even in Joſephus alſo, for the 
duration of Jonas's abode in the belly of the Whale : to which hiftory 


-our Saviour more than once alludes upon this occaſion. But here I de- 


fire the Reader to take notice, (1.) That none but Matthew has this 
compariſon, as expreſly affixed to the time of Jonas's continuance in 
the Whale's belly; and that only in this text, xii. 40. He himſelf 
{ays afterward. xvi. 4. That the Jews ſhould have no further ſign, but 
that of the prophet Jonas: i. e. He ſhould deſcend into Hades; con- 
tinue there for ſome time; and after that aſcend out of it; without any 
particular indication of the duration of his ſtay in Hades, And in 


Luke, As Jonas was a fign unto the Ninivites, ſo ſhall alſo the Som of 


Man be to this Generation. So Beza's, and all our copies both Greek 


and Latin, have it; and no more. However, Take notice, (2.) That 


Beza's copy, both the Greek and Latin, give us in Luke xi. 30. this 
text, parallel to that in Matthew. And as Fonas was in the beliy of the 
Whale three days and three nights, ſo ſhall the Son of Man be in the Larth, 
without any other addition. Take notice, (3.) That when Ignatius, 
in the beginning of the ſecond Century, cites this text from the 
Conſtitutions, as he frequently does many «<th:rs, Cotelerius informs

us that this laſt part of the verſe was wanting in two Editions, and 
three MSS. of the old verſion, and by him inſerted from a {:ngle Edi. 
tion. I take notice (4) That when Irenzus, or his Old Tranſlator, 
towards the end of the 2d Century, cites this very verſe of Matthew's, 
yer. 31. he entirely omits that part of the verſe alſo. Take notice 
(;) that whenever elſewhere the interval between Chriſt's death and 
reſurrection is ſpoken of, it is never {ſuppoſed to extend above three days, 
either in the Jews Accuſations, -or the Chriſtian Memorials ; which 
texts are very numerous. See Joh. ii. 19, 20. Matth. xvi. 21. xvil. 
23. XX. 19. xxvi. OI. XXVI1. 40. 63. Luk. ix. 22. xviii. 33. xxiv. 7. 
21. 46. Mark ix. 31. x. 34. Ignar. Ad. Trall. §. 9. and Irenzus ubi 
ſupra. So that even this reading is very probably owing to nothing 
but to a later interpolation alſo, Nay, in Juſtin Martyr's Copy, Jonas 
himſelf was but three days in the Whale's Belly. Dialogue with - 
'Trypho, pag. 334. I obſerve | | 

VI. That the Order and Times of the ſeveral Events, belonging to 
our Saviour's Reſurrection, ſeem to be theſe : | 

(1.) Beſore four o'Clock in the morning, or at the very beginning 
of day-light, a terrible Angel deſcended trom heaven ; rolled away 
the great ſtone from the ſepulchre; and fat upon it. At the fight of 
whom the keepers were horribly affrighted, and fled away in the ut- 
moſt confuſion, and Chriſt roſe from the dead; leaving his grave- 
clothes in the ſepulchre, Matth. xxviii. 1—4. John xx. 5, 6. Conſtit. 
v. 19. Ignat. Ad. Trall. F. 9. | | | 

(2.) Very ſoon after this, the two Maries came to ſee the ſepulchre. 
Theſe found the great ſtone rolled away; the keepers gone, and the 
terrible Angel now removed to the right ſide of the ſepulchre. Who 
informed them of the reſurrection of Chriſt. They are bidden by this 
Angel to tell the diſciples, and Peter in particular, that Chriſt was 
riſen, and would meet them in Galilee. Yet did they not now carry 
any meſſage to any body: ſo greatly were they affrighted at what they 
had ſeen and heard, as we have already noted from Mar. xvi. 1—$, 

(3.) Very ſoon after this, Mary Magdalen, having a little recovered | 
her ſur prize, returns by herſelf to the lepulchre, and ſees now calmly 
that the great ſtone was really rolled away, and the body of Chritt 
really removed, or gone; and runs directly to Peter and John, as be- 
ing together at the trial and condemnation, when all the other Apoſtles 
were diſperſed, John xviii. 15, 16. and informs them, that the body 
of Chriſt was certainly removed or gone out of the ſepulchre, Joh. xx, 
; | | | 

(4.) Immediately upon this meſſage, Peter and John run to the ſe- 
pulchre, and both go into it; and ſee the body gone, and the grave 
clothes remaining. Yet could they not yet periuade themſelves of the 
reality of the W John xx. 3— 10. 

(5 .) Very ſoon after this, Mary Magdalen, who could not keep pace 
with Peter and John running with all their might, returns to the ſe- 
pulchre; ſees two mild Angels in the ſepulchre, the one at the head, 
the other at the feet, here the body of Fejus had lain, and is not much 
affrighted: but enquires for the body, both of them and of an un- 
known ſtander by: as ſuppoſing yet no more than a removal of it to 
ſome other place by that Perſon, whom ſhe took for the Gardener : 
(having not yet been in the grave herſelf, nor ſeen the grave-clethes

remaining there, as Peter and John had.) 'That unknown perſon 
proved to be Chriſt himſelf : who accordingly diſcovered himſelf to 
her the firſt of all others ; and bade her not now ſtay for any inſtances 
of worſhip to him, but go and immediately inform his diſciples of his 
reſurrection, and of his aſcenſion directly to their common Father and 
God : which ſhe does accordingly. John xx. 11—18. PE 

(6.) About two hours after this, or after ſun- riſing, came the ret 
of the women who had ſeen the crucifixion ; and finding how the 
facts were, and that Chriſt was certainly riſen ; which Mary Magda- 
len, (who now ſeems to have joined their company) could inform them 
of alto ; they are allowed to take hola of his feet, and worſhip him. 
They are alſo bidden by two Angels, to go and inform the diſciples 
of what they had ſeen and known. Matth. xxviii. 7. eſpecially of his 
meeting them in Galilee, ver. 10. which meſſage the firſt Angel had

The Lord ſaid, Bring hither a 
table, and bread. He took bread, and bleſſed, and brake, and gave to

(8.) Some time that day, Chriſt was ſeen of Cephas, or Peter, as the 
Apoſtles tell the two diſciples, after they were returned from Oulam- 


maus: Luke xxiv. 34. and Paul confirms, 1 Cor. xv. 5. But the 


particular time of the day, as well as the other circumſtances of this 


Appearance to Peter are not preſerved to us in our New Teſtament. 


However, of this Appearance I underſtand Ignatius Ad. Smyrn. F. 3. 
where he aſſures us, that When Feſus came to Peter, and to thoſe that 
were with him, he ſaid unto them, Take, handle me, and ſee, that 1 
am not an incorporeal Demon. SR ee way | 
(9.) 'Towards evening, Chriſt appeared in a moſt ſurprizing and 
unexpected manner, to Cleopas and another diſciple, in the Way to 
Oulammaus, Luke xxiv. Which thing itſelf is plainly intimated by 
Mark xvi. 12, and whoſe time and circumſt ances are diſtinctly related 
by Luke xxiv. 13-35. „ 3 0 
0.) Late in the evening of the ſame day Chriſt appeared, and that 
in a like ſurprizing and unexpected manner, to ten of the Apoſtle; 
then met together, Thomas not being with them: He then upbraided 
them with their unbelief, and offered them the molt ſenſible ſatisfaction 
as to the reality of his reſurrection, and preſence in the ſame body in 
which he had been crucified ; while yet for joy and wonder they hard- 


ly believe it. Of this Appearance we have three diſtin accounts.

Here the incredulity of ſome of them appears not to 
have been entirely conquered. For when the reſt worſhipped him, we 
are informed that ſtill /ome. doubted. And this is the very laſt inſtance 
that I have ever met with, of any ſuch doubt about Chriſt's reſurrec- 
tion among Chriſtians, I had almoſt ſaid among either Jews or Hea- 
thens themſelves, in all primitive antiquity. | | 

(14.) About this time might be his ſecond appearance to his brother 
James, when the Apoſtles, in agreement with all antiquity, inform us, 
that Himſelf, as well as the Apoſtles, ordained him Biſhop of ſeruſa- 
lem. Conftitut, VIII. 35. nk, 855 | 

(15.) Next to this may that appearance be which Paul mentions, 
1 Cor. xv. 7, after that to James; when he adds, en to all the Apo- 
files, which I ſuppoſe belongs to the end of the 40 days, ſince his re- 
ſurrection, when in the preſence of them all he publickly aſcended up 
into heaven, Acts I. 1—11. 3 | 

(16.) The /aft appearance, or rather appcarances of all, for how 
many there were we do not know, were made to Paul himſelf, i Cor. 
xv. 8. as to one born out at due time: Who had been before a bitter 
Perſecutor of Chriſt's Religion. 2 

N. B. There were ſolemn memorials of our Saviour's Reſurrection, 
appointed by the Apoſtles, Conflit. V. 19. viz. The Lord's day every 
week, eſpecially that Lord's day on which hie roſe, or Eaſter day: to- 
gether with the next Lord's day, when he convinced Thomas : as alſo 
the Aſcenſion after 40 days, and Pentecoſt after ten more days: when, 
according to Chriſt's promiſe, after his reſurrection, the miraculous 
gifts of the Holy Ghoſt were poured on the Apoſtles. All which days 
have accordingly been annually obſerved from the age of the Apoſtles 
till this very age. pps | * | 

N. B. As to the numerous miſtakes in our modern copies, both of 
the Old and New Teftament, we have a very large catalogue of them 
from that eminent, ſagacious, and very good Man, Dr. Wall, in his 
Critical Notes upon the Old and New Teſtament : though even he could 
never be made ſenſible of what I have plainly proved elſewhere, that 
many of thoſe miſtakes were voluntary, and made either by the wicked

N. B. Since not the Prophecies only, but the Miracles of the Bible 
have of late been denied, or expoſe to contempt by ſuch as are very 
little acquainted with the times whereto they belong, and very incom-

petent judges of ſuch truly ancient records as contain them; I ſhall 
take leave to inſtance in two Writers, with whom J have myſelf been 
concerned, and to obſerve how little foundation they had for their ſe- 
veral attempts againſt Chriſtianity. As to the Prophecies of the Old 
Teſtament, ſo often appealed to by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, for its 
ſupport, Mr. Anthony Collins 20 Years ago pretended that theſe Pro- 
phecies had been already fulfilled under the Old Teſtament in their 
proper and literal ſenſe: and that Chriſt and his Apoſtles only depend- 
ed on ſuch weak allegorical or ſecondary Senſes, as the laſt 1200 Years 
had made uſe of, While, upon the moſt accurate Enquiry, it ſoon 
appeared, that ſuch an allegorical or double ſenſe had never been put 
upon any Prophecy, by any body, till the fourth century of the Go- 
ſpel. And as to the miracles, which all antiquity took to be alſo un- 
deniable, they have {ome time ago been allegoriz'd alſo by a weak 
Writer, and the very firſt of them has been lately ridicul'd, as if it 
were utterly unbecoming one that pretended to be the Jews Meſſiah, 
to be concerned in it: I mean the furning water into wine at a wed- 
ding ſeaſt in Cana of Galilee, John II. 1—11, Now I confeſs that 
upon peruſal of that account, it ſeems plain to me, from the Hiſtory 
as it ſtands in all our copies, that Our Saviour did not himſelf think 
this a proper occaſion for exerting his power of miracles : that when 
his Mother firſt propoſed it, He was very angry with her, and ſevere- 
ly chid her for it: Woman, what have I to do with thee ; mine hour 
is not yet come, ver. 3, 4. and that when ſhe ſtill inſiſted on it, ver. 5. 
he rather ſubmitted to his mother, as a dutiful ſon, than originally 
acted according to his own Inclination, as the true Meſſiah. I ſup- 
poſe both his Mother and his firſt diſciples preſumed he had the power 


of working miracles ; but that he delay'd to uſe that power too long, 


ver. 11. whoſe deſire he here comply'd with. 
VN. B. As to the fulfilling of Scripture Prophecies, in the literal 
Senſe, I have ſo throughly demonſtrated it in my former and preſent 
| Wis, by a vaſt number of Examples, as renders, I think, that 
Argument for the Proof of the divine Authority of the ſacred Books 
perfectly undeniable. See Literal Accompliſhment of Prophefies, per tot. 
For which I venture in particular to appeal to the new Edition of my 
Eſſay of the Revelation, and eſpecially to the xv. eminent events ſpeci- 
fied at the end of it, which had been every one ſoretold from thoſe 
Prophecies, and hath every one already come to paſs accordingly. 

In truth it appears to me, that moſt of our divines at preſent 10 
generally ſpend their time and ſtudies either in ſuch Heathen, or in 
ſuch later Chriſtian Authors, and later Copies of the ſacred Books, 
as contribute but little to the diſcovery of the original State of Chri- 

ſtianity; and is a main occaſion of their being puzzled at every turn, 
even by Scepticks more ignorant than themſelves, While a through 
acquaintance with the Copies and Books of the two firlt Centuries, 
would eabily prevent almoſt all ſuch perplexities whatſoever. | 

And thus by my Obſervation it has ever been, and will ever be 
with the moſt formidable Objections againſt the primitive Chriſtian 
Religion, that they ſtill occaſion ſuck deeper Enquiries as at length 
will A/ence, I wiſh I could add alſo, and convert thoſe Scepticks which 
propoſe them, to the ſame primitive chriſtianity. Amen, Amen.

37 And Jeſus cried with a 
loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt, 
33 And the vail of the temple was 
rent into two parts, from the top 
to the bottom. 39 And when the 
centurion who ſtood there over a- 
gainſt him, {aw that he ſo cried out, 
and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
Truly this Man was the Son of God. 
40 There were women a looking 
from afar: among whom was Ma- 
ry Magdalene, and Mary the mo- 
ther of James theleſs, and of Joſes, 
and Salome. 41 Who alto when 
he was in Galilee, followed him: 
and many other women who came 
up with him unto Jeruſalem. 42 
And now when the even was come, 
becauſe it was the preparation, that 
is, the day before the ſabbath. 43 
Joſeph of Arimathea, an honoura- 
ble counſellor, who allo expected 
the kingdom of God, came, and 
went boldly unto Pilate, and craved 
the body of Jeſus. 44 And Pilate 
marvelled if he were already dead: 
and calling unto him the centurion, 
he aſked him whether he were al- 
ready dead, 45 And when he 
knew eit of the centurion, he gave 
the body to Joſeph. 46 Now Jo- 
ſeph had bought fine linen, and he 
took him, and wrapped him in the 
linen, and laid him in a ſepulchre 
which was hewn out of a rock, 
and rolled a lone unto the door of 
the ſepulchre, and departed. 47 
And Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of James, beheld the 
place where he was laid; 

XVI. And they went and bought 
ſweet ſpices, that they mightanoint 
him, 2 And early in the morning, 
the firſt day of the week, they 
came unto the ſepulchre, at the 
riſing of the ſun. 3 And they ſaid 


among themſelves, Who ſhall roll 
us away the ſtone from the door of

the ſepulchre? for it was very 
great. 4 And they come and find 
the ſtone rolled away. 5 And en- 
tring into the ſepulchre, they ſaw 
a young man fitting on the right 


| tide, clothed in a long white gar- 
| ment; and they were affrighted.

I ſaid unto you. 3 And they went 
out, and il:d from the ſepulchre; 
for fear and extaſy ſeized upon 


them, and they were amazed: 


they ſaid nothing to any one; for

ä OW when lie was riſen 
early, the firſt day of 

the week, he made himſelf known 

firſt co Mary Magdalene, out of 


whom he had caſt ſeven <@mons, 


to She went and told them that 
had been with him, as they mourn- 
ed and wept.

belief, and hardneſs of heart, be 
cauſe they believed not them who 
had ſeen him after he was riſen. 


| 15 And he faid unto them, Go ye 


into the world, and preach the 
goipel to every creature. 16 For 
he that believeth and is baptizeq, 
ſhall be ſaved; but he that be- 
lieveth not, ſhall be condemned. 
17 And thele ſigns ſhall follow 
them that believe; In my name 

| ſhall 


11 And they heard 
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ſhall they caſt out dæmons: they 
ſhall ſpeak with new tongues. 18

H E former Treatiſe have 

I made, O Theophilus, 
ot all that Jeſus began both to 
do and teach. 2 Until the day 
in which he was taken up, after 
that he through the holy Gholt, 
had . given commandment to 
preach the Goſpel unto the 
apoſtles, whom he had choſen. 3 
To whom alſo he fewed him 
ſelf alive after his paſſion, by 
many infallible proofs, being 
ſeen of them forty days, and 
ſpeaking of the things pertaining 
to the kingdom of God: 
And being aflembled together 
wita them, commanded them 
that they ſhould not depart from 
Jeruſalem, but wait {or the pro- 
miſe ot the Father, which, faith 
he, ye hav: heard by my mouth. 
5 For John truly baptizea with 
water; but ye ſhall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghoit, 
which ye ſhall receive not many 
days hence. 6 When they 
therefore were come together, 
they asked of him ſaying, Lord, 
doſt thou at this time reſtore 
again the kingdom to Iſrael? 
7 And he {aid unto them, It is 
not for you to know the times or 
ſeaſons, which the Father hath 
put in his own power. 8 But 
ye ſhall receive power aſter that 
the Holy Ghoſt is come upon 
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you: and ye ſhall be my wit-,' 


neſſes both in Jeruſalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermoſt part of the 
earth. 9g Ard when he had 
ſpoken theſe things, a cloud re- 
ceived him, and he was taken 
out of their hight, 10 And 
while they looked ſtedtfaſtly to- 
ward heaven, as he was going, 
behold, two men ſtood by them 
in white apparel; 11 And they 
ſaid, Ye men of Galilee, why 
ſtand ye gazing?

Men, brethren, this {cripture |

17 For he 
was numbered among us, and 
Who obtained the lot of this mini- 
firy. 13 Now this man pur- 
chaſed a field with the reward 
of his iniquity; and falling 
headlong, he burſt aſunder in 
the midſt, and all his bowels 
guſhed out 
known unto all the dwellers at 
Jeruſalem ; inſomuch as that field 
is called in their tongue, Acel- 
damach, that is to ſay, The field 
of blood.

14 Then Peter 
ſtanding up with the ten A poſtles, 
firlt lift up his voice, and {aid 


unto them thus, Ye men of

you, and hearken to my words : 


15 For theſe are not drunken,

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as ye ſuppoſe, ſeeing it is but 
the chird hour of the day.

But this is that which was ſpoken 
by the prophet. 17 It ſhall 
come to paſs in the lalt days, 
faith the Lord, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all fleſh : and 
their ſons and their daughters 
ſhall propheſy, and the young 
men ſhall ſee vifions, and the 
old men ſhall dream creams :

24 Whom God hath raiſed up, 
having looſed the pains of Hades:

23 Thou haſt made known to

This Jeſus therefore. hath Gcd 


raiſed up, whereof we all are 


witneſſes. 33 Therefore being 
by the right hand of God ex- 
alted, and having received of the 
Father the promiſe of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he hath poured out upon 
you this, which ye now both 
ſee and hear. 34 For David 
13 not aſcended into the heavens : 
but he ſaid himſelf, The LORD 
ſaith unto my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, 35 Until I 
make thy foes the footitool of 
36 Therefore let all 
the houſe of Iſrael know aſſured- 
ly, that God hath made that 
Jeſus whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Chriſt. 37 Then 
all they that were come together 
and had heard, were pricked in 
their heart, and ſome of them 
ſaid to Peter, and to the apoſtles, 
Men, brethren, ſhew us what we 
ſhall do? 38 But Peter faith 
unto them, Repent, and be bap- 


tized every one of you, in the 


name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
for the remiſſion of ſins, and ye 
ſhall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghoſt. 39 For the promiſe is 
and 
to all that are afar off, as many

40 And with many other words 
did he teſtify and exhort them, 
faying, Save your ſelves from 
this untoward generation. 41 
Then they that believed his 
word, were baptized ; and the 
ſame day there were added about 
three thou'and ſouls, 42 And 


they continued ſtedfaitly in the 


apoities doctrine at je uſalem, 
and communion, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers. 
43 And fear was upon every 
ſoul: and many wonders and 
tons were done by the apoſtles. 
44 And all that believed were 
together, and had all things 
em mon. 45 And as many as 
had poſſeſſions of goods, ſold 
them, and parted them to all as 
every one had nced. 46 And 
they all continued in the temple, 


and from houle to houſe, and 


breaking bread, partook of meat 
with gladneſs and ſingleneſs of 
heart. 47 Praiſing God, and 
having favour with ail the world.

III. Now Peter and John 
went up in thoſe days into the 
temple, at the evening niath 
hour of prayer.

8 And he 
leaping up, ſtood, and Waiked, 
r-joicing, and entered with them 
ino the temple, praiſing God. 
9 And all the people ſaw him 
walking about and praifing God, 
10 And they knew him, that it 
was he who ſat for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: 
and they were filled with won- 
at that 
which had happened unto him, 
11 Ard as Peter and John went 
out, he went out together with 
them, taking hold of them. But 
thoſe that were amazed flood in 
the cloiſter called Solomon's. 12 
But Peter anſwered and fa:d unto 
them, Ye men of Iſracl, why 
marvel ye at this? or why look 
ye ſo earneſtly on us, as though by 
our own power or piety we had 
done this? 13 The Gd ef 
Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, 


and the God of Jacob, the God 


of our fathers hath glorified his 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, whom ye de- 
livered up to Judgment, and de- 
nied him in the preſence of Pi- 
late, when he was determined 
and willing to let him go. 14 
But ye oppreſſed the holy one, 
aud the juſt, and deſired a mur— 
derer to be granted unto you, 
15 And killed the prince of life, 
whom God raiſed from the 
dead; whereof we are witneſſes, 
16 And through the faith of his 
name, hath his name ſtrengthen- 
ed this man, whom ye ſee, and 
know that the faith which is by 
him, hath given him this perfect 
ſoundneſs in the preſence of you 
all. 17 And now men and Bre- 
thren, know ye, that you indeed 

| | through 
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through ignorance did a wicked 
thing, as alſo your rulers. 18 
But what God before had ſhewed 
by the mouth of all the prophets, 
that his Chrilt ſhould ſuffer, he 
hath ſo fulfilled. 19 Repent ye 
therefore and be converted, that 
your ſins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreſhing ſhall 
come upon you, from the face of 
the Lord. 20 And he ſhall 
ſend Jeſus Chriſt, who was be- 
fore ordained for you. 21 Whom 
the heaven mult receive, until 
the times of reſtitution of all 
things, which God hath ſpoken 
by the mouth of his holy pro- 
phets. 22 Motes truly ſaid unto 
our fathers, A prophet ſhall the 
Lord our God railc up unto you, 
of our brethren, like unto me; 
him ſhall ye hear in all things 
whatſoever he ſhall ſay unto you. 
23 And it ſhall come to pals, 
every foul which will not hear 
that prophet, ſhall be deſtroyed 


from among the people. 24 All 


the prophets alſo from Samuel, 
and thoſe that follow after, as 
many as have ſpoken, have like- 
wiſe ſpoken of theſe days. 25 
Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant 
which God made with our fa- 
thers, ſaying unto Abraham, 
And in thy ſeed ſhall all the fa- 
milies of the earth be bleſſed. 
20 Unto you firſt, God having 
raiſed up his Son, ſent him forth 
to bleſs you, in turning away 
every one from your iniquities. 

IV. And as they ſpake theſe 


words unto the people, the 


prieits, and the Sadducees came. 
2 Being grieved that they taught 
the people, and preached Jeſus 
in the reſurrection of the dead. 
3 And they laid hands on them, 
and put them in hold unto the 
next day : for it was now even- 


ing. 4 But many of them 


| What ſhall we do to theſe men ? 


which heard the word, believed; 
and the number of the men was 
about five thouſand. 5 And it 
came to paſs on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and 
ſcribes, 6 And Annas the high 
prieſt, and Caiphas, and Jona- 
than, and Alexander, and as 
many as were of the kindred of 
the high prieſt, were gathered 
together at Jeruſalem. 7 And 
when they had ſet them in the 
midſt, they asked, By what 


power, or by what name have 


ye done this? 8 Then Peter, 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt, ſaid 
unto them, Ye rulers of the peo- 
ple, and elders of Iſrael, If 
we this day be examined by you 
of the good deed done to the 
impotent man, by what means 


he is made whole; 10 Be it 


known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Iſrael, that by the 
name of Jeſus Chriſt of Naza- 


reth, whom ye crucified, whom 


God raiſed from the dead, even 


| by him doth this man ſtand here 


before you whole. 11 This 1s the 
ſtone which was ſet at nought of 


| you builders, which 1s become 


the head of the corner. 12 
Neither 1s there ſalvation in any 
other: for there 1s none other 
name under heaven given to 
men whereby we muſt be ſaved, 
13 Now when they ſaw the 
boldneſs of Peter and John, and 
perceived that they were unlearn- 
ed men, they marvelled, but they 
took knowledge of them, that 


they had been with Jeſus. 14 


And beholding the man who 
had been healed ſtanding with 


them, they could neither do nor 


ſay any thing againſt 17. 15 


When they had commanded 


them to be carried away out of 
the council, they conferred a- 
mong themſelves. 16 Saying, 


for 
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for that indeed a notable mira- 
cle hath been done by them 15 
more manifeſt to all them that 
dwell in Jeruſalem, and we can- 
not deny it. 17 But that it 
ſpread no further among the 
people, we will therefore chreaten 
them, that they {peak hence- 
for h to no man in this name. 
18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to ſpeak at 
all, nor teach in the name of 
Je:us. 19 But Peter anſwering 
with John, {aid unto them, Whe- 
ther it be rigat in the {fight of 
Sd, to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, Judge ye. 20 
For we cannot but ſprak the 
things which we have ſeen and 
heard 


them go, not finding a cauſe 
why they might pun ſh them, 
becauſe of the people: for all 
men g'orified God for that which 
was done. 22 For the man was 
above ſorty years old, on whom 


the miracle of healing was ſhew- 
23 But the Apoſtles being 


ed. 
let go, they went to their own 
company, and reported all that 
the Chief prieſts and eiders had 
ſaid unto them. 24 And when 


they heard that, and acknow- 


jedged the power of God, they 
lift up 7-2:r voice to Gcd with 
one accord, and ſaid, Lord, 


thou art God who haſt made 


heaven, and earth, and the ſca, and 
all things that in them are: 25 
Who by the Holy Spirit, by the 
mouth of thy ſervant David haſt 
iaid, Why did the heathen rage, 
and the people imagine vain 
things? 26 The kings of the 
earth ſtood up, and the rulers 
were gathered together againlt 
the Lord, and againſt his Chriſt. 


27 For of a truth in this city 


againſt thy holy Son Jeſus, whom 


thou haſt anointed, both Herod, | 


21 So when they has 
further threatned them, they let 


| and Pontius Pilate, 


with the 
Gentiles, and the people of I. 


rael were gathered togetner, 28 


To do whatſoever thy hand and 
thy counſel determined before to 
be done. 29 And now, Lord, 
benold their threatnings: and 
grant unto thy ſervants, that 
with all boldneſs they may ſpeak 
thy word, 30 by ſtretching 
forth Shine hand to hea': and 
that ſigns and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy 
on Jeius. 31 And when they 
had prayed, the place was 
ſhaken where they were aſſem— 
bled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Gnoſt, and 
they ſpake the word of God 
with bo'dne's to every one that 
would believe. 32 And the 


multitude of them that believed, 


were of one heart, and of one 
foul: neither was there any 
difference among them: nel- 
ther ſaid any that ought of 
the things which he poſſeſſed. 
was his own, but they had 


all things common. 33 And 
with great power gave the 
apoſtles witneſs of the reſur- 


re ction of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt: 
and great grace was upon them 
all. 34 And no one among 
them wanted: for as many as 


were poſſeſſors of lands or houſes: 


ſold them, and brought the 
prices of the things that were 
fold, 35 And laid them down 
at the apoſtles feet: and diſtrihu · 


tion was made unto every one 


according as he had need. 36 
And Joſeph, who by the a- 
poſtles was firnamed Barnabas 
(which 1:, being interpreted, 
'The ſon of conſolation) of the 


Country of Cyprus, a Levite. 


37 Having land, ſold it, and 
brought the money, and laid it 
at the apoltles feet. 


V. But 
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V. But a certain man named 
Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, 
ſold a poſſeſſion, 2 And kept 
back part of the price, the wite 
alſo being privy ; and brought a 
certain part, and laid it at the 
apoltles feet. 3 But Peter faid 
unto Ananias, Why hath Satan 
filled thine heart to lie to the 


Holy Ghoſt, and for thee to keep 
back part of the price of the 


land? 4 While it remained, 
was it not thine own? and after 
it was fold, was it not in thine 
own power ? why haſt thou con- 
ceived to do this wicked thing 
in thine heart? thou haſt not 
lied unto men, but unto God. 

And when Ananias heard theſe 
words, he fell down immediate- 
ly and gave up the ghoſt : and 
great fear came on all them that 
heard 27. 6 And the young men 
aroſe, wound him up, and carried 
him ou', and buried him. 7 And 
it was about the ſpace of three 
hours after, when his wife, not 


knowing what was done, came 


in. 8 But Peter ſaid unto. her, 
I will aſk thee then, whether ye 


ſold the land for ſo much? And | 


ſhe /aid, Yes, for ſo much. 9 
Then Peter /aid unto her, How 
is it that ye have agreed together, 


to tempt the Spirit of the Lord ? 
behold, the feet of them who 
have buried thy huſband arc at 


the door, and ſhall carry thee 
out, 10 And ſhe fell down 
ſtraightway at his feet, and yield- 
ed up the ghoſt : and the young 


men came in and found her dead, 


and carrying her forth, when 
ſhe was made ready, buried her 
by her huſband. 11 And great 
tear came upon the whole church, 
and upon as many as heard theſe 
things. 12 And by the hands of 
the apoſtles were many ſigns and 
wonders wrought among the p20- 
ple; and they were all with one 


life. 


accord in the temple, in Solo- 

mon's cloiſter. 13 And of the 
reſt durſt no one join himſelf to 
them: but the people magnified 
them. 14 And believers were 
the more added to the Lord, 
multitudes both of men and wo- 
men. 15 laſomuch that they 


brought forth their ſick into the 


ſtreets, and laid them on beds and 
couches, that when Peter came, 


| the ſhadow paſſing by, might 


overſhadow {ome of them: tor 
they were freed from every infir- 
mity which every one had. 16 
There came alſo a multitude out 
of the cities together round avout 
unto Jeruſalem, bringing the lick, 
and them who were vexed with 
unclean ſpirits: who were all 
healed. 17 Then the bigh priett 
role up, and all they that were 


with him, which is the ſect of 


the Sadducees, and were filled 
with indignation, 18 And laid 
hands on the apoſtles, and put 


them in the common priſon. 19 
Then by night the angel of the 


Lord opened the priſon-doors, 
and brought them forth, and ſaid, 
20 Go, fland, and ſpeak in the 
temple, all the words of this 
21 And when they heard 
that, they entered into the tem- 
ple early, and taught, But the 
high prieſt aroſe in the morning, 
and they that were with him, 
and called the council together, 
and all the ſenate of the children 
of Iſrael, and ſent to the priſon 
to have them brought. 22 But 
when the officers came, and had 
opened the priſon, and found 
them not within, they returned, 
and told, 23 Saying, The pri- 
{on found we ſhut with all ſaſety, 
and the keepers ſtanding at the 
doors : but when we had opened, 
we found no one within. 24 


Now when the captain of the 
prieſts 
heard 


temple, and the chief 
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heard theſe ſayings, they doubt: 
ed of them whereunto it would 
grow. 25 Then came one and 
told them, Behold, the men 
whom ye put into priſon, are 
ſtanding in the temple, and teach- 
ing the people. 26 Then went 
the captain with the officers, and 


brought them with violence: 


fearing the people, leſt they ſhould 
have been floned. 27 And when 
they had brought them, they ſet 
them in the council : and the 
Prieſt aſked them, 28 Saying, 
Did not we ftraitly command 
you, that you ſhould not teach in 
this name? B-:hold, ye have 
filled Jeruſalem with your do- 
ctrine, and will bring that man's 
blood upon us. 29 Then Peter 
and the apoſiles anſevered and ſaid, 
We ought to obey God rather 
than men. 30 But Peter ſaid 
unto them, The God of our 
fathers raiſed up Jeſus, whom 


ye ſlew, and hanged on a tree. 


31 Him hath God exalted in 
glory, a Prince and a Saviour, 
to give repentance to Iſrael, and 
forgiveneſs of fins in him. 32 
And ave are his witneſſes of theſe 
things; and alſo the Holy Ghoſt, 
hom God hath given to them 
that obey him. 33 When they 
heard hat, they were cut, and 
took counſel to ſlay them. 34 
Then ſtood there up one of the 
council, a Phariſee, named Ga- 


mualiel, a doctor of law, had in 


reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the apo- 
ſtles forth a little while. 35 And 
ſaid unto the rulers, and the mem- 
bers of the council, Ye men of 
Iſrael, take heed to your ſelves, 
what ye are about to do as to 
theſe men. 36 For before theſe 
days roſe up Theudas, boaſting 
himſelf to be a great man, and to 
whom a number of men, about 


| 


who came to nought of himſelf; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were ſcattered, and brought to 
nought. 37 Alter him roſe up 


Judas of Galilee, in the days of 


the taxing, and drew away much 
people after him : he allo periſh- 
ed, and as many as obeyed him, 
were diſperſed. 38 And now, 
Brethren, I ſay unto you, Re- 
frain from theſe men, and let 
them alone, without defiling your 
hands : for if this counſel, or 
this work be of men, it will 
come to nought : 39 But if it 
be of God, ye will not be able 
to overthrow them; neither you, 


nor kings, nor tyrants. Abſtain 
therefore from theſe men; leſt 


haply ye be found to be fighters 
againſt God. 40 And to him 
they ſubmitted : and when they 
had called the apoſtles, and bea- 
ten them, they commanded that 
they ſhould not ſpeak in the 
name of Jelus, and let them go. 
41 The apoſtles therefore de. 
parted from the preſence of the 
council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to ſuffer ſhame 
for Vis name. 42 And daily in 
the temple, and in every houſe, 
they ceaſed not to teach and 
preach the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
Vi. And in thele days when 
the diſciples were multiplied, 
there was a murmuring of the 
Heleniſts againſt the Hebrews, 


| becauſe their widows were neg- 


lected in the daily miniſtration, 
in the miniſtration of the He- 
brew:. 2 Then the twelve call- 
ed the multitude of the diſciples 
unto them, and ſaid unto them, 
It is not reaſon that we ſhould 
leave the word of God, and ſerve 
tables. 3 What is it therefore, 
brethren ? Look ye out from a- 
mong your ſelves ſeven men, at. 
teſled to be ſull of the Spirit, and 


four hundred, joined themſelves: | wiſdom, whom we may appoint 
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over this buſineſs. 4 But we 
will give our ſelves continually 
to prayer, and to the miniſtry 
of the word. 5 And this ſay- 
ing pleaſed the whole multitude 
of the diſciples; and they choſe 
Stephen, a man full of faith, 
and of the Holy Ghoſt, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Ni- 
canor, and 'Timon, and Parme- 
nas, and Nicolas a proſelyte of 
Antioch. 6 Theſe were {et alſo 
before the apoſtles : who when 
they had prayed, laid their 
hands on them. 7 And the 
word of the Lord increaſed ; 
and the number of the diſciples 
multiplied in Jeruſalem greatly ; 
and a great Company of the 
prieſts were obedient to the 
faith. 8 And Stephen full of 
grace and power, did great won- 
ders and miracles by the name 
of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 9 
Then there aroſe certain of the 
{ynagogue, which is called of 
the Libertines, and Cyrenians, 
and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia, diſputing with Ste- 
phen. 1o Who could not reſiſt the 
wiſdom that was in him, and the 
Holy Spirit by which he ſpake, 
ecauſe they were reproved by 
bim with all boldneſs ; not being 
therefore able to oppoſe the 
truth, 11 They ſuborned men 
Who ſaid, We have heard him 
ſpeak blaſphemies againſt Moſes, 
and God. 12 And they ſtirred 
up the people, and the elders, 
and the ſcribes, and came upon 
bin, and caught him, and 
brought Yim to the council, 13 
And ſet up falſe witneſſes againſt 
lim, who ſaid, This Man 
aſeth not to ſpeak words againſt 
te holy place, and the law.

Simon ſaw that through laying 
on of the apoſtles hands, the 
Holy Ghoſt was given, he offered 
them money, 19 Beſeeching 
him, and ſaying, Give me alſo this 
power, that on whomſoever | 


alſo lay hands, he may receive 


the Holy Ghoſt. 20 But Peter 
ſaid unto him, The money 20 
to perdition with thee, becauſe 


thou haſt thought that the free git

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of God may he purchaſed with 
money. 21 Thou haſt neither 
part nor lot in this matter: thy 
heart is not right before God. 
22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedneſs, and pray the Lord, 
if perhaps the thought of thine 
heart may be forgiven thee, 23 
For I fee that thou art in the gall 
of bitterneſs, and the bond of 
iniquity. 24 Then anſwered 
Simon and faid unto them, I 
beſeech you, Pray ye to God 
for me, that none of theſe evil 
things which ye have ſpoken to 
me come upon me: who did not 
leave off to weep greatly. 25 
They therefore, when they had 


teſtified and ſpoken the word of 


the Lord, returned to Jeruſalem : 
But they preached the goſpel in 
many villages of the Samaritans. 
26 And the angel of the Lord 
ſpake unto Philip, ſaying, Ariſe 
and go toward the ſouth, unto 
the way that goeth down from 
jeruſalem unto Gaza, which is 
deſert, 27 And he aroſe and 
went: and behold, a man of 
Ethiopia, an eunuch of great 
authority under Candace, a cer- 


tain queen of the Ethiopians, 


who was her treaſurer, and had 
come to Jeruſalem to worſhip, 
23 Was returning and fitting 
in a chariot reading Eſajas the 
prophet. 29 Then the ſpirit 
laid unto Philip, Go near, and 
join thy ſelf to this chariot. 30 
And Philip ran thither to him, 


and heard him read the prophet | 


Efaias, and faid, Underſtandeſt 
thou what thou readeſt? 31 
And he ſaid, How can I, ex- 
cept ſome one ſhould guide me ? 
and he deſired Philip that he 
would come up, and fit with 
him, 32 The place of the 
ſeripture which he read, was 
this, He was led as a ſheep to 
the ſlaughter, and like a lamb 
dumb before his ſliearer, fo 


opened he not his month: 33 
In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away: and who ſhall 
declare his generation? for his 
life is taken trom the earth. 34 
And the eunuch anſwered Philip, 
and ſaid, I pray thee, of whom 
ſpeaketh the prophet this? of 
himſelf, or of ſome other. 35 
Then Philip opened Eis mouth 
and began at the ſame ſcripture 
and preached unto him Jeſus. 
36 And as they went on the 
way, they came unto a certain 
water; and the Eunuch ſaid, See 
water, what doth forbid me to 
be baptized? 37 And Pnilip 
ſaid, If thou believeſt with all 
thine heart, thou mayſt. And he 


anſwered and ſaid, I believe that 


Jeſus Chriſt is the Son of God. 
38 And he commanded the cha- 
riot to ſtand: and they went 
down both into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch; and he 
baptized him. 39 And when 
they were come up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch ſaw him no more: and 
he went on his way rejoicing.

fake. 17 And Ananias went 
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away, and entered into the houſe ; 


and putting his hands on him, 
ſaid, Brotner Saul, the Lord 
hath ſent me, jeias that ap- 
peared unto thee in the way as 
thou cameſt, that thou mighteſt 
receive thy fight, and be filled 
with the Holy Ghoit, 18 And 
there fell from his eyes as it had 
been ſcales; and he received 
ſight forthwith, and aroſe, and 
was baptized. 19 And when he 
had received meat he was 
ſtrengthened, Then was he 


certain days with the diſciples 


who were at Damaſcus. 20 
And ftraightway he preached Jeſus 
in the ſynagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. 21 But all that 
heard him were amazed, and 
ſaid, Is not this he that made 
havock of them who called on 
this name in Jeruialem, ard 
came hither for that intent, that 
he might bring them bound 
unto the chief prieſts? 22 But 
Saul increaſed the more in 


ſtrength, and confounded the Jews 
who dwelt at Damaſcus, proving 


that this is the Chriſt. 23 And 
after many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews took counſel to Kill 
him: 24 But their laying await 
was known of Saul: and they 
watched the gates alſo day and 
night to kill him. 25 Then the 
diſciples tools him by night, and 
let him down by the wall in a 
basket. 26 And when he was 
come to Jeruſalem, he aſſayed to 
join himſelf to the diſciples: but 
they were all afraid of him, and 
believed not that he was a diſci- 
ple. 27 But Barnabas took 
him, and brougat Bim to the 
apoſtles, and declared unto them 
how he had ſeen the Lord in 
the way, and that he had ſpoken 
to him, and how he had preach- 
ed boldly at Damaſcus in the 
name of Jeſus. 28 And he 10 
WI 
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with them coming in, and going 
out in Jeruſalem. 29 And he 
ipake boldly in the name of tlie 
Lord Jeſus, and diſputed againſt 
the Helleniſts: but they went 
about to flay him. 30 When 
the brethren knew it, they 
brought him dowu to Ceſarea, 
and {ent him forth to 'Tarſus, 
31 Then had the church reſt 
throughout all Judea, and Ga- 
lilee, and Samaria, and was 
edified, and walking in the fear 
of the Lord, and in the com- 
fort of the Holy Ghoſt, was 
multiplied. 32 And it care to 


paſe, as Peter paſſed throughout 


all quarters, he came down alſo 
to the jaints who dwelt at 
Lydda. 33 And there he found 
a certain man named Eneas, 
who had lain upon his bed eight 
years, and was fick of the pal- 
iy. 34 And Peter ſaid unto 
him, Eneas, The Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt maketh thee whole : ariſe 
and make thy bed. And he 
aroſe immediately. 35 And all 
that dwelt at Lydda, and Saron, 
iaw him, and turned to the 
Lord. 36 Now there was at 
Joppa a certain diſciple named 


Tabitha, who by interpretation | 


is called Dorcas [a Doe] this 
woman was full of good works, 
and alms deeds which ſhe did. 


37 And it came to paſs in thoſe | 


days, that ſhe was ſick, and 
died: whom when they had 
waſhed, they laid in an upper 
room. 38 And foraſmuch as 


Lydda was nigh to Joppa, and 
the diſciples had heard that Peter 
was there, they ſent unto him 


two men, deſiring him, Do not 


thou delay to come to us. 39 


Then Peter aroſe, and went with 
them. When he was come, 


they brought him into the upper 


room, and all the widows ſtood 
round about him weeping, and 


» 


ſnewing the coats and garments 
which Dorcas made while ſhe 
was with them. 40 But Peter 
put them all forth, and kneeled 
down and prayed, and turning 
to the body, ſaid, Tabitha, ariſe. 
And ſhe opened her eyes : and 
when ſhe ſaw Peter, the ſat up. 


41 And he gave her his hand, 


and lift her up; and when he 
had called the ſaints and widows, 
preſented her alive. 42 And it 
was known throughout all Joppa: 
and many believed in the Lord. 
43 And it came to paſs, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with 
one Simon a tanner. 

X. There was a certain man 


in Ceſarea, named Cornelius, a 


centurion of the band called the 
Ttalian, 2 Devout, and fearing 
God with all his houſe, giv- 
ing - many alms to the people, 
and praying to God alway. 3 
He ſaw in a viſion evidently, a- 
bout the ninth hour of the day, 
an angel of God coming in to 
him, and ſaying unto him, Cor- 
nelius. 4 And ſtedfaſtly look- 
ing on him, and being much af- 
frighted, he ſaid, What is it, 
Lord? And he ſaid unto him, 
Thy prayers and thine alms are 
come up for a memorial before 
God. 5 And now ſend men to 
Joppa, and call for one Simon, 


whoſe ſirname is Peter: 6 He 


lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, 
whoſe houſe is by the ſea : he 


{hall tell thee what thou oughteſt 


to do. 7 And when the angel 
who ſpake unto him, was depart- 
ed, he called two of his houſ- 
hold-ſervants, and a devout ſol- 
dier of them that waited on him 
continually : 8 And when he 
had declared all things unto them, 
he ſent them to Joppa. 9g On 
the morrow as they went on their 
journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Peter went up to the upper 

room 
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room to pray, about the ſixth 
hour. 10 And he became very 
hungry, and would have eaten: 
but while they made ready, he 
fell into a trance, 11 And ſaw 
heaven opened, and a certain veſ- 
fel deſcending unto him, as it 
had been a great ſheet, knit at 
the four corners, and let down 
from heaven to the earth: 12 
Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beaſts, and creeping things 
of the earth, and fowls of the 
air. 13 And there came a voice 
to him, Riſe, Peter; kill and 
eat. 14 But Peter ſaid, By no 
means, Lord; {or I have never 
eaten any thing that is common 
or unclean. 15 And the voice 
Jpake unto him again the ſecond 
time, What God hath cleanſed, 
make not thou common. 16 
This was done thrice : and the 
veſiel was received up again into 
heaven. 17 Now when Peter 
was come to himſelf, he doubted. 
What this viſion which he had 
ſeen ſhould mean; And behold 
the men who were ſent from Cor- 
nelius, had aſked for Simon's 
houſe, and ſtood before the gate, 
18 And called, and aſked whe- 
ther Simon who was ſirnamed 
Peter, lodged there. 19 While 
Peter thought on the viſion, the 
ſpirit ſaid unto him, Behold, men 
ſcek thee. 20 But ariſe and get 
thee down, and go with them, 
doubting nothing: for I have 
Tent them. 21 Then Peter went 
down to the men; and ſaid, Be. 
hold, Iam he whom ye ſeek : 
What would ye have? or What 
7s the cauſe wherefore ye are 
come? 22 They ſaid unto him, 
One Cornelius a Centurion, a jult 
man, and one that feareth God, 
and of good report among all 
the nation of the Jews, was 
warned from God by an hc'y 
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angel, to ſend for thee to his 


houſe, and to hear words of thee 
23 Then Peter brought them in, 
and lodged them, and on the 
morrow he roſe up and went out 
With them, and certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him, 
24 But on the morrow aſter he 
entered into Ceſarea: and Cor. 
nelius was waiting for them, and 
had called together his Kkinimen 


and ſtaid for his near friends, 


25 But as Peter drew nigh to 
Ceſarea, one of the ſervants ran 
before, and told that he was 
come. But Cornelius leaped up, 
and met him : and falling at his 
feet, worſhipped him. 26 But 
Peter raiſed him up, ſaying, What 
doeſt thou? I alſo am a man as 
thou art. 27 And as he talked 
with him, he both went in, and 
found many come together. 28 
And he ſaid unto them, Ye well 
know that it is an unlawful thing 
for a man that is a Jew, to join 
himſelf, or come to a man of 
another nation: but God hath 
ſhewed me, that I ſhould call no 
man common or unclean. 29 
Therefore came I without gain- 
ſaying, as ſoon as I was ſent for 
by you: I aſk therefore for what 
intent ye have ſent for me, 30 
And Cornelius ſaid, Four days 
ago I was ſaſting until this hour: 
At the ninth hour I was both 
praying in my houſe, and behold, 
a man ſtood before me in bright 
clothing, 31 And ſaid, Corne- 
lius, thy prayer is heard, and 
thine alms are had in remem- 
brance before God. 32 Send 
therefore to Joppa, and call hi- 
ther Simon whoſe ſirname is Pe- 
ter; he lodges in the houſe of 


Simon à tanner, by the fea ; 
who when ke cometh, ſhall ſpeak | 


unto thee, 33 Immediately there- 
fore I ſent to thee, beſeeching 
thee to come to us. But thou 
haſt well done that thou art come

quickly. Now lo we are all 


here preſent before thee, defiring 
to hear from thee the things that 
are commanded thee of God. 
34 But Peter opened his mouth, 
and ſaid, Of a truth I perceive 
that God is no reſpecter of per- 
ſons: 35 But in every nation, 
he that ſearech him, and work. 
eth righteouſneſs, is accepted with 
him 36 For the word which 
God ſent unto the cluldren of 
Iſrael, preaching pcac. by Jeſus 
Chriſt; he is Lord of all.

XI. But it was heard by the 
Apoſtles and brethren in judea, 
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was done three times: and all 
were drawn up again into heaven. 
11 And behold, immediately 
there were three men already 
come unto the houſe where 1 


was, ſent from Ceſarea unto me. 


12 And the ſpirit ſaid to me, 
go with them. Theſe ſix bre- 
thren accompanied me, and we 
entered into the man's houſe : 
13 But he ſhewed us how he had 
ſeen an angel in his houſe, who

> Gary 18 When they heard 
x, 47,48, theſe things, they held

they who were ſcattered abroad 

upon the perſecution that aroſe 

from Stephen, travelled as far as 

Phenice, and Cyprus, and An- 

tioch, preaching the word to 


none but unto the Jews only. 


20 And ſome of them were 
men of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
who when they were come to 
Antioch, ſpake unto the Helle- 
niſts preaching the Lord Jeſus 
_ Chriſt, 21 But the hand of 


the Lord was with them : and a |

great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord, 22 But 
the report of theſe things came 
unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jeruſalem : and 
they ſent forth Barnabas, that 
he ſhould go as far as An- 
tioch. 23 Who when he came 
alſo and had feen the grace of 
God, rejoiced, and exhorted all, 
that with purpoſe of heart they 
would continue with the Lord, 
24 For he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghoſt, and 
of faith: and a great multitude 
was added unto the Lord. 25 
But hearing that Saul was at 
Tarſus, he departed, ſeeking 
for him. 26 And when he had 
found him, he beſought him to 
come to Antioch : who when they 
were come, aſſembled in the 
Church a whole Year, and 
taught a great multitude. And 
there it was that the diſciples in 
Antioch were firſt called Chri- 
ſtians. 27 And in theſe days 
came prophets from Jeruſalem 
| unto Antioch. 
great rejoicing. 28 And as we 
converſed together, one of them 
named Agabus, ſpake, ſignifying 
by the ſpirit, that there ſhould be 
a great famine throughout all the 
world: which alſo came to pals 
under Claudius. 29 But the 
diſciples, every man according 
to their ability, determined to 
ſend relief unto the brethren who 
dwelt in Judea, 30 Which alio 
they did, and ſent it to the 
elders by the hand of Barnabas 
and Sant. tos 5, 

XII. Now at that time He- 
rod the king laid his hands to 
afflict certain of the church in 
Judea. 2 And he killed James 


the brother of John with the 
ſword. 3 But becauſe he ſaw this 


attempt of his upon the faithlal

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farther, to take Peter alſo: Then 


were the days of unleavened 


bread. 4 When he had appre- 
hended this man, he put him 
into priſon, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of ſoldiers to 
keep, intending af er the Paſſo- 
ver to bring him forth to the 
people. 5 Peter therefore was 
kept in priſon ; but great prayer 
was made with fervency of the 


church unto God for him. 6 


And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the ſame 
night Peter was ſleeping between 
two ſoldiers, bound with two 
chains; But the keepers before 
the door kept the priſon. 7 And 
behold, an angel of the Lord 
came upon Peter, and a light 
ſhined in the priſon-houſe, and 
he ſmote Peter on the ſide, and 
raiſed him up, ſaying, Ariſe up 
quickly. And his chains fell off 
from his hands. 8 But the angel 
ſaid unto him, Gird thy ſelf, 
and bind on thy ſandals: and fo 
he did. And he faith unto him, 


Caſt thy garment about thee, 


and follow me. 9 And he went 
out and followed, and knew not 
that it was true which was done 
by the angel : fer he thought he 
law a viſion. 10 When they 
were paſt the firſt and the ſecond 
ward, they came unto the iron 
gate that leadeth unto the city ; 
which opened to them of its own 


accord: and they went out, and 


deſcended the ſeven ſteps, and 
paſſed on through one ſtreet ; and 
forthwith the angel departed 


from him. 11 And when Peter 
was come to himſelf, he ſaid, 


Now I know that the Lord hath 
ſurely ſent his angel, and hath 
delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and from all the expecta- 
tion of the people of the Jews. 
12 And when he had conſidered, 
ke came to the houſe of Mary

were gathered together, praying. 
13 And as Peter himiclf knock- 
ed at the door of the gate, a 
damſel came io hearken, named 
Rhoda. 14 And knowing Pe-

gate for gladneſs, and ran in, 
and told how Peter ſtood before 
the gate. 15 And they ſaid unto 
her, thou art mad. But ſhe 
ſtrongly affirmed that it was even 
ſo. en hey ſaid to her, Per- 
haps, it is his angel. 16 But 
he continued knocking: and 
opening and ſeeing him, they 
were aſtoniſhed. 17 But he 
beckoning unto them with the 


hand to hold their peace, he 


came in, and declared unto them 
how the Lord had brought him 
out of th» priſon. And he ſaid, 
Go, ſhew theſe things unto 
James, and to the brethren. And 
he departed and went into 2no- 
ther place. 18 Now aftcon as 


it was day, there was a fur a- 
mong the ſoldiers, what was be- 


come of Peter. 19 And when 
Herod had ſonght tor him, and 
found him nor, he examined the 
keepers, and commanded that 


they ſhould be lain. And he went 


down from Judea to Cefarea, and 
there abode. 20 For he was 
highly diſpleaſed with them of 
Tyre and Sidon: but the people 
of both cities came with one 
accord to the King, and having 
made Blaftus his chamberlain 
their friend, they deſired peace; 
becauſe their countries were nou- 
riſhed by the king's. 21 And 
upon a ſet day, Herod arayed in 
royal apparel, iat upon Jus 
throne, and made an oration 
unto them. 22 When he was 
reconciled e of Tyre, The 
eople gave a ſhout, ſaying,

25 And 
Barnabas and Saul departed from 
Jeruſalem, when they had ful- 
filled the miniſtry, and took with 

them John whoſe firname was 
Mark. 

XIII. Now there were in the 
the church that was at Antioch, 
Prophets and teachers; among 
whom was Barnabas, and Simeon 
that wa called Niger, and Lu- 
cius of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
who had been brought up with 
Herod alſo the tetrarch, and 
Saul.

4 But they being ſent forth by 
the Holy Ghoſt, came down 
unto Seleucia; from thence they 
ſalled to Cyprus. 5 But when 
they were at Salamis. they

in che ſynagogues of the Jews: 


and they had alſo John m.n:iftring 
to them 6 And when they had 
gone through the whole iſle unto 
Paphos, they found = certain 
ſorcerer, a faiſe prophet, a Jew, 
called by the name ot Barjeſus : 


7 Who was with the proconſul, 


Sergius Paulus, a prudent man; 
who called together Barn bas and 
Saul, and deſired to hear the 
word of God. 8 But Hetoimis 
the ſorcerer, for ſo is his name 
by interpretation, withſtood them, 
ſeeking to turn away the procon- 


{ he them out of 1t. 


{ul from the faith, becauſe he 


very willingly heard them. 


Then Saul who allo 75 Paul 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt, look. 
ed earneſtly at him, 10 And 
ſaid, O full of all ſubtilty and 
all knavery, thou ſon of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righte. 
ouſneſs, wilt thou not ceaſe to 
pervert the ways of the Lord 
which are right? 11 And now 
behold, the hand of the Lord 
 /hall be upon thee, and thou ſhalt 
be blind, not ſeeing the {un for a 
ſeaſon. And immediately there 
fell on him a miſt and a dark. 
neſs; and he went about ſecking 
ſome to lead him by the hand, 
12 But when the proconſul ſaw 
what was done, he wondred, and 
believed God, being aſtoniſhed 
at the doctrine of the Lord. 13 
Now when Paul and his compa- 
ny jooſed from Paphos, they 
came to Perga of Pamphylia: 
and John departed from them, 
and returned to Jeruſalem. 1 4 But 
when they had departed from 


Piſidia, aad went into the ſy na- 
gogue on the ſabbath-day. and 
ſat down. 15 And after the 
reading of the law and the pro- 
phets, the rulers of the ſyna- 
gogue ſent unto them, ſaying, 
Ye men and brethren, f ye have 
any word of wiſdom, for exhor- 
tation to the people, ſay on. 16 
Then Paul ſtood up, and beck- 
ning with the hand, ſa d, Men

hearken. 17 The God of this

unto Iſrael a Saviour, ſeius: 
24 When John had firit preach- 
ed before his coming, the bap- 
tiim of repentance to all the 
people of Iſrael. 25 And as 


John fulfilled his courſe, he laid, 


Wnhom think ye that I am? 1 
Buc behold, there 
cometh one after me, whoſe 
ſhoes of his feet I am not worthy 
to looſe, 26 Men, Brethren, 
children of the family of Abra- 
ham, and whoſoever among us 
feareth God, to us is the word 
of this ſalvation ſent forth. 27 


For they that dwell at Jeruſalem, 


and her rulers, becauſe they 
knew him not, nor yet the 


ſcriptures of the prophets which 


are read every ſabbath, even 
they have fulfilled them in con- 
demning him. 28 And finding no 
cauſe of death in him, when they 
had judged him they delivered 
him to Pilate that he might be 
lain. 29 And when they had 
fulfilled all that was written of 
him, they defired Pilate to cru- 
city him, and when they had 
obtained that, and had taken 
him down from the tree,they laid 
Him in a ſepulchre. 30 Whom 
God raiſed. 31 He was ſeen 


And afterwards 
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many days of them who came 
up with him from Galilee to Je- 
ruſalem, who are till now his 
witneſſes unto the people. 32 
And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, the promiſe which was 
made unto our fathers. 33 For 
thus hath God fulfilled the ſame 
unto us their children, in that he 
hath raiſed up Je!us Chriſt again; 
as it is alſo written in the firit 
plalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee. Ask 
of me, and I will give thee the 
heathen tor thine ine: itance, and 
the utmolt parts of che earti for 
thy poſſeſſion. 34 And that he 
raiſed him up from the dead, no 
more to return to corruption, he 
ſaid thus, I will give you the 
lure mercies of David. 35 He 
{aith alſo in another palm, Thou 


wilt not ſuffer thine holy One to 


ſee corruption. 36 For David 
after he had ſerved his own ge- 
neration by the will of God, fell 
aſleep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and ſaw corruption : 


37 But he whom God ratted 


again, ſaw no corruption. 38 
Be it known unto you therefore, 
Men, Brethren, that through 
this man 1s preached unto you 
the forgiveneſs of fins. 39 By 
him therefore every one that 


believes is juſtified before God, 


from all things by repen- 
tance, from which we could not 
be juſtified by the law of Moſes. 
40 Beware therefore, left that 


come, which is ſpoken of in the 
| prophet-. 


41 Behold, ye de- 
ſpiſers, both wonder, and periſh : 
for | work a work in your days, 
which you will in no wile be- 
lieve, though any one declare it 
unto you: and they held their 
peace. 42 And when they were 
gone out of the ſynagogue, they 
beſought that theſe words might 


| be preached to them the next 


ſab- 
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abbath. 43 Now when tle, 


congregation was broken up, 
many of the Jews, and religious 
prolelytes followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas, who ſpeaking to them, 
perſuaded them to continue in 


the grace of God, But it came 


to pals that the word of God 
went through all the city, 
44 And the next ſabbath- day 
came almoſt the whole city, 
together to hear Paul; and when 
he had ſpoken a great deal about 


the Lord, 45 And when the Jews 


ſaw the multitude, they were 
filled with envy, and contra- 
dicted thoſe words which were 
ſpoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaſpheming. 46 But Paul 


and Barnabas waxed bold, and 
The word of 


nid unto them, 
| God was to be firſt ſpoken to 
you : but ſeeing ye put it from 
you, and judge your ſelves un- 
worthy of eternal life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles, 47 For lo 
hath the Lord commanded us, 
Behold I have ſet thee to be a 


light to the Gentiles, that thou 


ſhouldeſt be for ſalvation unto the 
ends of the earth, 48 And 
when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and received the 


word of God: and as many as 


were ordained to eternal life, 
believed. 49 And the word of 


the Lord was publiſhed through- | 


out all the region. 50 But the 
Jews ſtirred up the devout honou- 
Table women, and the chief men 
of the city, and raiſed affliction 


and perſecution againſt Paul and 


Barnabas, and expelled them out 
of their coalts. 51 But they 
ſhook off the duſt of their feet 
againſt them, and came unto 
Iconium. 52 And the diſciples 
were filled with joy, and with 
the Holy Ghoſt, 

XIV. And it came to paſs in 
Tconium, 


chem, into the ſynagogue of the

Jews, and ſo ſpake, that a great 
multitude both of the Jews, and 
alſo of the Greeks, believed. 
2 But the heads of the Jews 


and the rulers of the ſynagogue 


brought on a perſecution againſt 
the righteous, and made the 
minds of the Gentiles evil affected 
againſt the brethren : but the 
Lord gave them peace quickly, 
3 Long time therefore abode 
they ſpeaking boldly in the 
Lord, who gave teſtimony unto 
the word of his grace, and 
granted ſigns and wonders to be 
done by their hands. 4 But the 
multitude of the city was di- 
vided ; and ſome held with the 


| Jews, and others with the apo- 


ſtles. 5 And when there was an 
aſſault made both of the Gen- 
tiles, and of the Jews, with 
their rulers, to uſe them: deſpite- 
fully, and to ſtone them, 6 They 


were ware of it, and fled unto 
Luſtra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 


caonia, and unto the whole re- 
gion that lieth round about: 7 


And there they were preaching | 


the goſpel. And the whole mul. 
titude was moved at the doctrine. 
But Paul and Barnabas abode at 
Lyſtra. 8 And there fat a cer- 
tain man, impotent in his feet, 
from his mother's womb, who 
never had walked. 9 The ſame 
heard Paul ſpeak ; being in ſear : 
who ſtedfaſtly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had faith 
10 Said with 2 
loud voice, I ſay to thee, in the 
name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
Stand up right on thy feet. Ad 
he preſently [immediately] leap- 
ed and walked. 11 And when 


the multitude ſaw what Paul had 
done, they lift up their voices, 
ſaying in the ſpeech of Lycaonia, 
The gods are come down to us 
in the likeneſs of men. 12 Now 
they called Barnabas, Jupiter:

nabas to Derbe. 
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and Paul, Mercury, becauſe he 
was the chief ſpeaker. 13 But 
the prieſts of Jupiter who were 
before the city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done ſacrifice with 
the multitude. 14 When Bar- 
nabas and Paul heard it, they 
rent their clothes, and ran out 
to the multitude, crying, 15 And 


ſpeaking, Sirs, why do ye theſe 


things? we are men of like paſ- 
ſions with you, and preach God 
unto you, that ye ſhould turn 
from theſe vanities unto the living 


God, who made the heaven, and 


the earth, and the ſea, and all 
things that are therein : 16 Who 
in the paſt generations ſuffered 
all nations to walk in their own 
ways. 17 Nevertheleſs he left 
not himſelf without witneſs, in 
that he did good, and gave you 
rain from heaven, and fruitful 


ſeaſons, filling your hearts with 


food and gladneſs. 18 And 
ſaying theſe things they ſcarce 
reſtrained the multitude from ſa- 
crificing to them: 19 But while 


they ſtayed and taught, there 


came upon them certain Jews 
from Antioch and Iconium, who 
ſtirred up the people, and having 
ſtoned Paul, drew Him out of the 
city, ſuppoſing he had been dead. 


20 But as the diſciples ſtood round 


about him, he role up, and came 
into the city of Lyſtra : and the 
next day he departed with Bar- 
21 But when 
they preached the goſpel to thoſe 


in the city, and had taught ma- 
ny, they returned again to Lyſtra, 


and 7 Iconium and Antioch, 
22 Confirming the ſouls of the 


diſciples, and exhorting them to 


continue in the faith, and that 
we muſt through much tribula- 
tion come into the kingdom of 
God. 23 And when they had 
ordained them elders in every 


ö 


church, and had prayed with 
faſting, they commended them 
to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 24 But after they had 
paſſed throughout Piſidia, they 
came to Pamphylia. 25 And 
when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down 
into Attalia, and preached the 
Goſpel to them. 26 And 
thence failed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God, 
for the work which they fulfilled. 
27 And when they were come 
and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearſed all that 
God had done to them, with 
their ſouls, and that he had 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. 28 And they abode 
no {mall time with the diſciples. 

XV. And certain men who 
came down from Judea, taught 
the brethren, Except ye be cir- 
cumciſed, and walk aſter the 
manner of Moſes, ye cannot be 
ſaved. 2 But when Paul and 
Barnabas had no ſmall diſſenſion 
and diſputation with them, Paul 
ſaid that they ſhould abide fo as 
they had believed, and ſaid it 
with great aſſurance. But thoſe 
that came from [Jeruſalem charg- 
ed them, Paul and Barnabas and 
certain others, to go up to the 
Apoitles and Elders to Jeruſalem 
that a determination might be 


made by them concerning this 
queſtion. 


3 They then being 
brought on their way by the 
church, they paſſed through both 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring 
the converſion of the Gentiles : 
and they cauſed great joy unto 
all the brethren. 4 And when 
they were come to Jeruſalem, 


they were received honourably of 
the church, and of the apoſtles. 


and of the elders, ard they de- 
clared all things that God had 
e done 
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done with them. 5 But thoſe 
that had charged them to go up 
to the elders roje up, ſay ing: That 
certain of the ſect oi the Phari- 
fees which believed, ſaid, They 
ought to circumcie them, and to 


command them to keep the law | 


of Moes. 6 And the apoſtles 
and elders came together to con- 
ſider of this matter. 7 And 
When there had been much dit- 
puting, Peter role up by the 
ipirit, and faid unto them, Men, 
Brethren, ye know how that of 
ancient Days, God made choice 
among us, that the Gentiles by 
my mouth ſhould hear the word 
of the goſpel, and believe. 8 
But God, who knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witneſs, giving 
unto them the Holy Ghoſt, 
even as unto us: 9g And put no 
difference between us and them, 
having purified their hearts by 
faith. 10 Now therefore why 
tempt ye God, to put a yoke 
upon the neck of the diſciples, 
which neither our fathers nor ive 
have been able to bear? 11 
But we believe that through 
the grace of the Lord feſus 


Chriſt, we ſhall be ſaved even 
as they. 12 But the Elders 
agreed to what Peter had 


ſaid, and held their peace: and 
heard Barnabas and Paul, decla- 
ring what ſigns and wonders 
God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by them. 13 And 
aſter they had held their peace, 
James aroſe up and ſaid, Men, 
Brethren, hearki:n to me. 14 
Sy meon hath declared how God 
at he firſt hath viſited the Gen- 
tiles, to take out of them a peo- 
ple for his name. 15 And to 


this will agree the words of the 


16 


prophets, as it is written, 


Aiter theſe things I will return, 
and will build again the aber- 
nacle of David, which is fallen

down : and I will build again, 
the ruins thereof, and J will 
erect it again. 17 That there. 
ſidue of men might ſeek out 
God, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, faith 
the Lord, who will do theſe 
things. 18 Known unto the 
Lord is his work from the begin. 
ning of the world. 19 Where- 
fore my ſentence is, that we 
trouble not them who from a- 
mong the Gentiles are turned to 
God; 20 But that we fend 
unto them, that they abſtain 
from pollutions of idols, and 
fornication, and blood. And 
what things they would not have 


done to themſelves, do not ye 


to others: 21 For Moſes of 
old hath in every city them that 
preach him, being read in the 
ſynagogues every ſabbath. 22 


Then pleaſed it the apoſtles and 


elders with the whole church, to 
ſend choſen men of their own 
company to Antioch, with Paul 
and Barnabas; Judas named Ba- 
rabbas, and Silas, leading men 
among the brethren: 23 And 
wrote a letter containing what 
follows. The apoſtles, and elders, 
and brethren, ſend greeting 
unto the brethren of the Gen- 
tiles in \ntioch, and Syria, and 
Cilicia. 24 Foraſmuch as we 
have heard, that certain which 
went out from us have troubled 
you with words, diſturbing your 


ſouls; to whom we gave no 


commandment: 25 It ſeemed 
good unto us, being aſſembled 
with one accord, to ſend out 
choſen men unto you, with your 
beloved Barrabas and Paul; 26 


Men that have hazarded their 
lives to every temptation, for the 
name of our Lord jeſus Chriit, 
27 We have ſent thereſore Judas 
and Silas, who ſhall alle «ell

them 34 But it p! leaſed Silas 
to ab de with them. But Judas 
alone went. 3 
Barnabas continued in Antiocn, 
teaching and preaching the word 
ot the Lord, with many others 
alſo. 26 And ſome days after 
Paul ſaid unto Barnabas, Let us 
return and vifit the brethren in 
everv city among whom we have 
preac't.d therword of the Lord, 
ard jee how they do. 37 But 
Barnabas had a mind to take 
Wit them John, whole firzame 
Was Mark. 438 But Paul was 
net willing, faving, he would 
rod take him with them, who 
geparted from them from Pam- 
bay la, 1 went not with them 
to the work

was ſo ſharp, that they departed 
aſunder one from the cther :

2 Who was atteſled to by the 
brethren that were at Lytitra and 
tconium. 3 Him woutd Paul 
have to go forth wih him; and 
wok and circumciſed him, be- 
caule of the Jews who were in 
hole places: for they knew all 


chat his father was a Greek. 4 


And as they went through the 
cities, they preached and deliver- 
ed to them the Lord Jelus Chritt 
with ail boldneſs; and withal 
delivered the commands of the 
apotiles and elders who were at 
Jeruſalem. 5 And ſo were the 
churches eftabliſhed, and in- 
created in number daily. 6 
and they paſied through Phry- 
gia, and the Ne of Galatia, 
and were forb isden of the Holy 
Ghoſt to Fakes the word of God 
to any in Aſia, 7 But when 
they were in Nlyſia, they aciired 
to go to Bithy nia: but the Spirit 


of Te ſus ludered them not. 8 


And they paſfing through My- 
ia came to Tross. 9 Aud one 


like a man of Macedonia ap- 
peared to Paul in a vifoen jn the 
night, ttanding ver ga gainſt 


bim, and prayed, ſaying, C me 
over into Macedonia, And aeip 
us. 10 When therefore ue was 
riſen he declared to us the rigen 
and we underſtood that the Lord 
had called us to pres ch the gotpel 
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unto thoſe that were in Macedo- 
nia, 11 Now on the morrow, 
looſing from Troas, we came 
with a ſtraight courſe to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to 
Neapolis; 12 And from thence 
to Philippi, which is the head of 
Macedonia, a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain 
days. 
day we went out of the gate by 
the river, where there appeared 
to be an houſe of prayer: and 


we ſat down and ſpake unto the 


women who came along with 
us. 
named Lydia, a ſeller of purple, 
of the City of Thyatira, who 
worſhipped God, heard us? 
whoſe heart the Lord opened, 


that ſhe attended unto the things 


which were ſpoken by Paul. 
15 And when ſhe was baptized, 
and all her houſhold, ſhe be- 
fought us, ſaying, If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to God, 
come into my houſe and abide 
72216. And ſhe conſtrained us. 
16 And it came to paſs, as we 
went to the houſe of prayer, a 
certain damſel, poſſeſſed with a 
ſpirit of divination, met us, 
which brought her maſters much 
gain by thus ſoothſaying: 17 
She followed Paul, and us, and 
cried, ſaving, Theſe are the ſer- 
vants of the moſt high God, 
who preach unto you the way 
of falvation. 18 And this did 
ſhe many days. But Paul turned 
to the ſpirit, and being grieved 
{aid, JI command thee in the 
name of Jeſus Chrift to come out 
of her. And he came out 1m- 
mediately. 19 But when the 
maſters of the ſervant woman 
taw that they were deprived of 
the gains which they had by her, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and 
drew them into the court, unto 
the rulers,

Then the captains rent off 
their clothes, and commanded to

had laid many ſiripes upon them, 
they caſt them into priſon, charg- 
ing the jaylor to have them kept 
24 Who receiving ſuch 
a charge, thruſt them into the 


| inner priſon, and made their ſeet 


faſt in the ſtocks. 25 And at 
the middle of the night Paul 
and Silas prayed, and fang 
praiſes unto God: and the priſo- 
ners heard them, 26 And ſud- 
denly there was a great earth- 
quake, fo that the foundations of 
the priſon were ſhaken :; But im- 
mediately all the doors opened, 
and every one's bands were lool- 
ed. 27 And the keeper of the 


priſon awaking out of his fleex, } 


and ſeeing the priſon-doors opcn, 
and 
would have killed himſelf, ſup- 
poſing that the priſoners had becn 
fled. 28 But Paul cried with a 
loud voice, ſaying, Do thy ſelf 
no harm; for we are all here. 
29 Then he called for a light, 
and leaped in, and trembling, 
fell down at the feet of Paul and 
Silas; 3o And brought them 
out, and ſecuring the reſt, he 
ſaid, Sirs, what muſt I do to be 
ſaved? 31 And they ſaid, be. 
lieve on the Lord Jeſus Chil 
and thou ſhalt be ſaved, and thy 
houſe. 32 And they ſpake unto 


him the word of the Lord, wit! 


all that were in his houſe. 33 
And he took them the ſame bout 
of the night, and waſhed 17 


ſtripes; and was baptized, be 
and 
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and all his, ſtraightway. 34 And 
when he had moreover brought: 
them into his houſe, and ſet 
meat before them, ae rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his 
houſe. 35 And when it was 
day, the captains came together 
into the court, and remembring 
the earthquake that had happen- 
ed, they were afraid, and they 
ſent the ſergeants, who ſaid, Let 
thoſe men go, whom thou re- 
ceivedſt yeſterday, 36 And the 
keeper of the priſon came in and 
told theſe words to Paul, The 
magiſtrates have ſent to let you 
go: now therefore depart, and 
go. 37 But Paul ſaid unto them, 
They have beaten us openly, 


who are guiltleſs, and uncon- 


demned, and are Romans, and 
they have caſt us into priſon ; 
and now do they thruſt us out 
privily ? nay verily ; but let 
them come themſelves and fetch 


us out. 38 And the ſergeants 


told theſe words unto the cap- 
tains : But when they heard that 
they were Romans, they were 
afraid. 39 And when they were 
come with many of their friends 
to the priſon, they beſought them 
to go out, ſaying, We were un- 
acquainted with your affairs, that 
you are juſt men. And leading 
them our, they beſought them, 
ſaying, Depart from this city, 
leſt they again make an inſur- 
rection upon you, and grow bit- 


ter againſt you. 4o But they 


went out of the priſon, and came 


to Lydia; and when they had 


ſeen the brethren, they declared 
to them how many things the 
Lord had done to them : and 


when they had exhorted them, 
they went out. | 


XVII Now when they had 
paſſed through Amphipolis, they 
came to Apollonia, and thence to 
Theſſalonica, where was a ſyna-

gogue of the Jews. 2 And Paul, 


as his manner was, went in unto 
them, and three ſabbaths reaſoned 
with them out of the ſcriptures, 
3 Opening ard alledging, that 
Chritt muſt needs have ſuffered, 
and riſen again from the dead: 
and that this Jeſus whom I preach 
unto you is Chriſt. 4 And ſome 
of them believed, and conſorted 


wi:h Paul and Silas on account cf 


their doctrine: and of the devout 
Greeks a great multitude, and 
the chief women not a few. 5 
Bat the Jews who believed nor, 
moved with envy, gathered to- 
gether wicked fe/lows of the ba- 
ler ſort, and getting the multi- 
tude together, they ſet the city 
on an uprore, and aſſaulted the 
houſe of Jaſon, and ſought to 
bring them out to the people. 6 
And when they found them no:, 
they drew Jaſon, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers of the 
city, crying and ſaying, Theſe 
that have ſubverted the world, 
are come hither alſo; 7 Whom 
Jaſon hath received : and theſe 


all do contrary to the decrees of 


Ceſar, ſaying, That there is an- 
other king, Jeſus. 8 And they 
troubled the multitude, and the 
rulers of the city, when they 
heard theſe things. 9 And when 
they had taken ſecurity of Jaſon, 
and of the others, they dilmiſſed 
them. 10 And the brethren im- 
mediately ſent away Paul and Si- 
las by night to Berea : who cota- 
ing, went away unto the ſyna— 


gogue of the Jews. 11 Theie 


>= / 


were more generous than thoſe 
in Theſſalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readi- 
neſs of mind, and ſearched the 
ſcriptures daily, whether thoſe 
things were ſo. 12 Therefore 
ſome of them believed: but ſome 
did not believe: alſo of the He- 
leniſt women, and of thoſe that 
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were honourable, and many men 
and women beheved. 13 But 
when the Jews of Theſſalonica 
knew that the word of God was 
preached, and believed, at Berea, 
they came thither alſo, and did 
not leave off ſtirring up and di- 
ſturbing the multitude chere. 14 
And then immediately the bre- 
thren ſent out Paul, co go away 
to the ſea: but both Silas and 
Timothy abode there. 15 And 
they that conducted Paul, brought 
Him to Athens: But he paſſed by 
Theſſaly: for he was forbidden 
to preach the word to them; and 
receiving a commandment from 
Pau! unto Silas and Timothy to 
come to hin with ſpeed, they 
departed. 16 Now whie Paul 
Waited for them at Athers, his 
ſpirit was provoked in him, wnen 
he ſaw the city wholly given to 
the worſhlip of idols. 17 There 
fore diſputed he in the iynagogue 


with the Jews, and with tre de- 


vout perions, and with thuſe in 
the market every day, with ſuch 
as met with him. 
tain alſo of the pnhiloſophers of 


the Epicurcans, and of the Sto- 


icks, encountered him: and jome 


laid, What will this babler ſay? 
but others, He ſeemeth to be a 
letter forth of ſtrange demons. 


19 But after certain days they 


brought him unto Areopagus, 
queſtioning him, and ſay ing, May 


we any ot us know What this 
new doctrine, which thou decla- 
reſt, is? 20 For thou bringeſt 
certain ſtrange words to our ears: 
we would know therefore What 
thele things mean. 
the Athenians and ſtrangers which 
were with them, ſpent their time 
in nothing eſe, but cither to tell 
or to hear ſom? new thing. 22 
Then Paul flood in the midſt of 
the Areopagus, and ſaid, Ye 
men of Athens, I perceive that

28 For in it we live, and move, 
ard are; every day; as certain 
allo of your own pcets have ſaic; 
For we are alſo his offspring. 
29 Foraſmuch then as we are 
the oft-pring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Deity i 
like either to gold, or ſilver, or 
ſtone, or to what is graven by 
art, or man's device. 30 And 
the times of this ignorance God 
overlooked ; but now command- 
eth all men every where to re- 
pent : 31 As he hath appointed 
a day to judge the world in righ- 
teouſneſs, by the man jelus, 
whom he hath ordained ; to give 
aſſurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raiſed him from the dead. 
32 And when they heard of the 
reſurrection of the dead, ſome 
mocked ; and others ſaid, We 
will hear thee again alſo of this 
matter. 33 And fo Paul de- 
parted from among them. 34 But 
ceriain men c'ave unt) him, and 
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believed: among the which was 
Dionyſius a certain Areopagite, of 
good quality ; and others with 
them. 

XVIII. But he departed from 
Athens, and came to Corinth; 
2 And found a certain Jew na- 
med Aquila, born in Pontus, 
lately come from Italy, and his 
wife Priſcilla, becauſe that Clau- 
dius had commanded all Jews to 
depart from Rome, who allo 
dweit in Achaia, and Paul came 
unto him, 3 And becauſe he 
abas of the ſame craft, he abode 
with them, and wrought. 4 
But entering into the ſynagogue 
every ſabbath, he reaſoned ; and 
propoling the name of the Lord 
Jeſus, he perſuaded not only the 
ſews, but the Greeks alſo. 5 
And when Silas and Timothy 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was preſſed by the word, and 
teſtified to the Jews, that Jcſus 
was the Lord. 6 But when there 
had been much diſcourſe, and the 
ſcriptures had been interpreted, 
and when they oppoſed them- 
ſelves, and blaiphemed, Paul 
ſhook His raiment, and ſaid unto 
them, Your blood be upon your 
head; I am clean: I go to the 
Gentiles, 7 And he deparied 
from Aquila, and entered into a 
certain man's houſe named Jullus, 
one that worſhipped God, whoſe 
houſe joined hard to the ſyna- 
gogue. 8 And Criipus the chief 
ruler of the ſynagogue, believed 
on the Lord with all his houle : 
and many of the Corinthians 
hearing, believed, and were bap- 
tized ; believing on God, through 
the name of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, 9 And the Lord ſpake 
to Paul in the night by a viſion, 
Be not afraid, but ſpeak, and 
hold not thy peace: 10 For J 


am with thee, and no man ſhall 
ſet on thee, to hurt thes: for I 


— 


| have much people in this city. 


11 And he continued in Co:;inth 
a year and {1x mon:hs, teaching 
them the word of God. 12 
But when Gallio was proconlul 
of Achaia, the Jews combined 
unanimouſly againit Faul, and 
talking together among them— 
{elves concerning Paul, and !ay- 
ing hands upon h.m, they brought 
him to the judgment-ieat, 13 
Crying out againit him and ſay- 


ing, The fellow perſuadeth men 


to worſhip God contrary to the 


law. 14 And when Paul was now 


about to open his mouth, Gallio 


ſaid unto the Jews, If it were a 


groſs WICK= 


matter of injuſtice or g 


edneſs, O ye men and Jews, 1 


ſhould with reaſon bear with you: 
15 But if ye have queiiions of a 
word, and names, and of your 
law, look ye; I will be no judge 
of ſuch matters. 16 And he 


drave them from the judgment- - 


ſeat. 17 Then all the Greeks 
took Soſthenes, the chief ruler of 
the jynagogue, and beat him be- 
fore the judgment-leat. 18 And 
Paul tarried yet a good white, 


and then took his leave of the 


brethren, and failed thence into 
Syria, and with him Friſcilla 
and Aquila: having thorn 518 
head in Cenchrea : tor he had a 
vow. 19 But when he was come 
to Epheſus, and left them there, 
on the nest ſabbath he himſelf 


entered into the {ynagogue, and 
| reaſoned with the Jew:. 20 And 


when they delired him to tarry 


lopger time with them, he con- 
ſented not: 21 


Bidcing them 
farewel, and ſaying, I mult by 
all means keep this feaſt-day 
that is coming, at Jeruizſem. 
J will return unto you, if God 
will, aud he failed from E- 
heſus. 22 And when he had 
landed a: Cefarea, and gone up 
and ialuted the church, he went 
dow n 
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down to Antioch. 23 And after 
he had ſpent ſome time, he de- 
parted, and went over all the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia 
in order, and ſtrengthning all the 
diſciples. 24 And a certain Jew 
named Apollos, born at Alexan- 
dria, an eloquent man, mighty 
in the ſcriptures, came to Ephe- 
ſus. 25 Who was inſtruded in 
his own country in the word of 
the Lord ; and being fervent 1n 
the ſpirit, he ſpace and taught 
diligently the things of Jetus, 
knowing only the baptiſm of 
John. 26 He began to ſpeak 
boldly in the ſynagogue. Wnom 


when Aquila and Priſcilla had 


heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him his way 
more perfectly. 27 But certain 
Corinthians who lived at Ephz- 


ſus, and heard him, deſired him 


to paſs over with them to their 
native country; but when he 
had given his conſent, the Ephe- 
ſians wrote to the diſciples at 
Corinth, that they ſhould receive 
the man: who when he ſojourned 
in Achaia helped them much in 
the churches through grace. 28 
For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly dil- 
courſing, and ſhewing by the 
{criptures, that Jeſus is the Chriſt. 

XIX. But when Paul was de- 
firous, according to his own will, 
to go to Jeruſalem, the ſpirit 
ſaid to him that he ſhould return 
into Aſia: but having paſſed 
through the upper parts he comes 
to Ephelus: and finding certain 
diſciples, 2 He laid unto them, 
Have ye received the Holy 
Ghoſt ſince ye believed? And 
they ſaid, We have not fo much 
as heard whether any do receive 
the TToly Ghoſt. 3 Bat he ſaid 
unto them, Unto what then 
were ye bapt zed? And they 
dad, Cho Johns bapziſm. 4 


upon them, 


Then ſaid Paul, John baptized 
with the baptiſm of repentance, 
iaying unto the people, That 
they ſhould believe on him who 
thould come after him, that is, 
on Chriſt. 5 When they heard 
this, they were baptized unto the 
name of the Lord jeſus Chriſt, 
for the remiſſion of tins. 6 And 
when Paul had laid his hands 
the Holy Ghoſt 
preſently fell on them; and they 
ipake with tongues, and prophe- 
ned. 7 And all the men were 
about twelve. 8 But Paul en- 
tered into the ſynagogue with 
great power, and ſpake boldly 
for the ſpace of three months, 
diiputing and perſuading what 
concerned the kingdom of God, 
9 But then divers of them were 
hardned, and believed not, and 
ſpake evil of the way before the 
muititude of the Gentiles. Then 
Paul departed from them, and 
ſeparated the diſciples, diſputing 
daily in the ſchool! of one Ty- 
ranus, from the fifth hour to the 
tenth. 10 And this was for two 
years; And all they which dwelt 
in Aſia, heard the words of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks. 
1: But God wrought no {mall 


_ miracles by the hands of Paul: 


12 So that from his body were 
carried unto the fick, handker- 
chieis or aprons alſo, and the 
diſeaſes departed from them, and 


the evil ſpirits went out. 13 


'Then certain of the vagabond 


| Jews, exorciſts, took upon them 
to call over them who had evil 
| ſpirits, the name of the Lord 


Jeſus, ſaying, 1 adjute you by 
Jeſus whom Paul preacheth. 14 
Among whom were alſo the 
ions ot Sceva a Prieſt, who would 
do the ſame, having the cuſtom 
to exorciſe ſuch perſons. And 
when they had entred in to the 
Dameniack,they began to call on 
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that rame, ſaying, We charge | moſt throughout all Aſia alſo, 


thee by Jeſus whom Paul 
preacheth, to go out. 15 But 
the evil ſpirit anſwered azd ſaid 
to them, Jeſus I know, and 
Paul I know, but who are ye? 
16 And the man in whom the 
evil ſpirit was, leapt on them, 
overcame them, and prevailed 
againſt them both; ſo that they 
fled out of that houſe naked and 
wounded. 17 And this was 
known to all the [ews and Greeks 
dwelling at Ephefus; and fear 
fell on them all, and the name 


of the Lord Jeſus was mag ified. 


18 But many that believed came, 
and confeſſed, and told their 
deeds. 19 Many alio of them 
who uſed curious arts, brougat 
their books allo together, and 
burned them before all: and 
they counted the price of them, 
and found it fifty thouſand pieces 
of lilver. 20 So mightily grew 
the word of God, and prevailed, 
and the faith of God increaſed 
and multiplied. 21 Then Paul 
purpoſed in the ſpirit, to pals 
through Macedonia and Arhain, 
and to go to Jeruſalem, {aving, 
Aſter 1 have been there, 1 mutt 
alſo ſee Rome. 22 And he ſent 
into Macedonia two of them that 
miniſtred unto him, Timothy 
and to Eraitus; and he himtelt 
layed in Aſia a little feaſon. 23 
And the ſame time there was no 
ſmall ſtir about that way. 24 
For there was a certain mar pa- 
med Demetrius, a filverſmith, 


which mace ſilver ſhrines for 


Diana, who brought no {mall 
gain unto the craftimen. 25 He 
having called them together, with 
the workmen of like occupation, 
laid unto them, Men and fellow 
craftſmen, ve know that by tis 
art we have our livelyhood. 26 


Ye both hear and fee, that not 


done as far as Epheſus, but al- 


thisPaulthen perſuaded and turned 
away a great multitude, ſaying, 
that theie are no gods who are 
made with hands: 27 So that 
not only this part of our trade is in 
danger to be under reproach, but 
alſo that the temple of the great 
goddeſs Diana ſhould be ſet at 
nought, and deſtroyed, whom 
all Aſia, and the world worſhip- 
peth. 28 And when they heard 
theſe things they were full of 
wrath, and running into the road, 
they cryed out, taying, Great 7zs 
Diana of the Epheuans. 29 
and the whole city was filled 
with confuſion: and havin 
caught Gaius and Ariſtarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul's com- 
panions in travel, they ruſhed 
with one 2ccord into the theatre. 
30 and when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the 
diſciples hindered him 37 And 
certain of the Aſiarchs, who 
wer? his friends, fent unto him, 
and beſought him that he would 
not adventure himſelf into the 
theatre. 32 Some therefore 
cried one thing, and ſome ano- 
ther: for the aſſembly was con- 
fuſed; and the greater part 
knew not Wherefore they were 
come together. 33 And they 
drew Alexander out of tbe mul- 
titade, the ſews putting him 
forward. Alexander therefore 
heckned with the hand, and 
wou'd have made his deſence un- 
to the people. 34 But when 
they knew that he was a Jew, 
with one voice of them all about 
the {pace of two hours, they 
cried out, Great 7s Diana of the 
Epheſians. 35 And when thetown- 
c!er}; had appeaſed the multitude 
he ſaid, Ye men of Epheſus, what 
man is there that kuoweth not 
how that our ci:y is a keeper of 
the :emple of the great Diana, 
and 
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and of that which fel] down 
from Jupitze;? 36 Seeing then 
that theie things cannot be de- 
nied, ye ought to be quiet, and 
to do nothing raſhly. 37 For 
ye have brought hither the'e 
men, who are neither robbers of 
temples, nor yet blaſphemers of 
our goddeſs, 38 Wherefore if 
this Demetrius and the craftimen 
who are with him have a mat- 
ter againſt them, the courts are 
held, and there are pleaders, let 
them be accuſers of one another. 
29 But if ye enguite any thing 
concerning other matters, it ſhall 
be determined by the law of the 
aflembly. 40 For we are in 
danger to b accuſed this day for 
an up:ore, there being no cauſe 
whereby we may give an account 
of this concourſe, 41 And 
when he had thus ſpoken, he 
diimifted the aſſembly. 

XN. And after the tumult 
was ceaſed, Paul called unto him 
the diiciples, and exhorted them 
in many words, and took his 
leave ot them, and departed for 
Macedonia, 2 And when he 
had gone over all thoſe parts, 
and had given them much ex- 
hortation he came into Greece. 
3 And abode three months : 
and when the Jews laid wait for 


him, he was deſirous to fail into 


Syria, but the Spirit ſaid to him 
that he ſhould return through 

iaczdunia. 4 And when he 
was about to go forth, Sopater 
cf Berea; and ol the 'Fheilalo- 
n1ans, Ariſtarchus and Secundus, 
and Gaius; Of Derbe, 'Timo- 
thy; and ot the Epheſians Euty- 


chus and rophimus accompa- 


nied him as far as Alia, 5 But 
theſe going boelore, tarried for 
Pim ac Troas. 6 And we failed 
away from Philippi, after the 
days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to FTroas, in 
hve days, wherein we abude ſe- 


ven days. 7 But upon the {3 
day of the week, when we the 
diiciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow, 
and continued his ſpeech until 
midnight. 8 And there were 
many lamps in the upper cham- 
ber where we were gathered to- 
gether. 9 And there fat in the 
window a certain young man 
named Eutychus, being fallen 
into a deep ſleep: and as Paul 
was long preaching, he funk 


from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. 10 And Paul 
went down, and fell on him, and 
embraced him, and ſaid, Be no: 
| troubled, for his life is in him. 
11 And when he being come up 
again, and having broken breed, 
and eaten, and talked a long 
while, even till break of day, 0 
he departed, 12 And when 
they had ſaluted him, they 
brought the young man alive, 
and they were not a little com- 
forted. 13 And we went down 
to the ſhip, and failed unto Aſſos, 
thence intending to take in Paul, 
for ſo had he appointed, as being 
himſelf to go aſoot. 14 And 
when he met us at Aſſos, we 
took him in, and came to Mlity- 
lene. 15 And we ſailed thence, 
and came the next day over a- 
gainſt Chios; and the next 4 
we arrived at Samos, and tarti— 
ed at Trogyllia; and the next 
day we came to Miletus. 16

zo How I kept back nothing that 
was profitable, bu: have ſhewed 
you, and have taught from houſe 
to houſe publickly, 21 Teſtifying 
both to the Jews, and allo to the 
Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and the faith which is by our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. 22 And now, be- 
hold, I go bound in the ſpirit unto 
Jerulalem, not knowing the 
things that ſhall befal me there : 
23 Save that the Holy Ghoſt wit- 


neſſeth to me in every city, ſaying, . 


that bonds and afflitions abide 
me at Jeruſalem. 24 But this I do 
not value, neither count J my life 
dear unto my ſelf, ſo that l may 


finiſh my courle, and the miniſtry 


of the word, which word I have 


received of the Lord Jeſus, to 


teſtity to Jews and Gentiles the 
golpel of the grace of God. 25 
And now, benold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of Jeſus, 
ſhall ſee my face no more. 2b 
Wherefore I call you to witneſs 
this day, that I am pure from 
the blood of all of you: 27 
For I have not ſhunned to de- 
Clare unto you all the counſel of

I have coveted the filver, and 
gold, or apparel of none of 
34 You your ſelves know, 
that my hands have miniſtred 
unto my neceſſities, and to all 
them that were with me. 35 1 
have ſhewed you every thing, 
that ſo labouring ye ought to 
ſupport the weak; and to re- 
member the words of the Lord 
Jeſus, that he ſa d; It is more 
bleſſed to give than to receive. 
36 And when he had thus 
ſpoken, he kneeled down, and 
prayed with them all. 37 And 
they all wept ſore, and fell on 
Paul's neck, and kiſſed him, 
38 Sorrowing mot of all for 
the word which he ſpake, hat 
they ſhould fee his face no more. 
And they accompanied him unto 
the ſhip. 

XXI. And it came to paſs, 
that after we were parted from 
them, and had lanched, we 
came with a ſtraight courſe unto 
Coos, and the day following un- 
to Rhodes, and from thence 
unto Patara, and Myra. 2 
And finding a ſhip failing over 
unto Phenicia, we went aboard, 
and ſet forth. 3 Now when we 
had diſcovered Cyprus, leaving 
it on the left hand, we ſailed into 
Syria, and came down to Tyre: 
for there the ſhip was to unlade 
4 And finding diſ- 


ciples, we tarried with them 
ſeven days: who ſaid to Paul by 
the Spirit, that he ſhould not go 
up to Jeruſalem. 5 And when 
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we had accompliſhed thoſe days, 
we departed, and the next 'day 
we went out and walked our 
way, and they all brought us on 
cur journey, with wives and 
children, ti l ave avere out of the 
City : and we kneeled down on 
the ſhore, and prayed. 6 And 
when we had taken our leave 
one of another, they returned 
home again. 7 And when we 
had finiſhed cur courſe from 
Tyre, we went down to Ptole- 
mais, and ſaluted the brethren, 
and abode with them one day, 


8 And the next day we departed, 


and came unto Ceſarea; and we 
entered into the houſe of Philip 
the evangeliſt, who was of the 
teven, and abode with him. 9 
And he had four daughters, vir- 
eins, who did prophely. 10 


And as we tarried many days, 


there came down from Judea a 
certain prophet, named Agabus. 
11 And when he was come unto 
us, he tcok Paul's girdle, and 
bound his own feet and hands, 
and ſaid, Thus ſaith the Holy 
Got, So ſhall the Jews in je- 
ruſalem bind the man that 
owneth this girdle, and ſhall de- 
liver him into the hands of the 
Gentiles. 12 And when we 
heard theſe things, we and they 
of that place, beſought Paul not 
to go up to Jeruſalem. 13 'Then 
Paul ſaid unto us, What mean 


heart? for I am not only wil- 
ling to be bound, but alſo am 
ready to die at Jeruſalem for the 
name of the Lord Jeſus Chriit. 
14 And when he would not be 
perſuaded, we ceaſed, ſaying 
one to another, The will of God 
be done. 15 And after certain 
days, we took our leaves, and 
went up to Jeruſalem. 16 By? 
there went with us alſo certain of 


the diſciples of Ceſarea. But theſe 


ye to weep, and to diſturb mine 


brought us to an old diſciple. And 
when we were come to a cer. 
tain village, we were with one 
Naſon of Cyprus an old diſciple, 
with whom we ſhould lodge, 
And going out thence, 17 We 


came to Jeruſalem, But the bre- 


thren received us gladly. 18 
And the day following Paul 
went in with us unto James; and 


all the elders were with him. 19 


And when he had ſaluted en, 
he declared particularly how 
God had wrought among the 


Gentiles by his miniſtry. 20 


And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, ſaying, Thou 
ſeeſt, brother, how many ten- 


thouſands in Judea there are who 


have believed, and they are all 
zealots of the law. 21 And 
they are informed of thee, that 
thou teacheſt the Jews who are 
among the Gentiles, to forſake 
Motes, not to circumciſe heir 


children, neither to walk after 


the cuſtoms. 22 What is it 
therefore? the multitude muſt 


needs come together: for they 


will hear that thou art come. 
23 Do therefore this that we 
ſay to thee: we have four men 
which have a vow on them; 24 
Them take, and be purified thy 
ſelf with them, and be at 
charges with them, that they 
may ſhave their heads: and all 
will know that thoſe things 


whereof they were informed 


concerning thee, are nothing, but 
thou thy ſelf allo walkeſt order- 
ly, and keepeſt the law, 25 
As touching the Gentiles which 
have believed, they have nothing 


to ſay to thee, for we have written 
and determined, that they ob- | 
ſerve no ſuch thing, ſave only, | 
that they keep themſelves from 
what is offered to idols, and 


from blood, and from fornica- 


tion. 26 Then Paul took the 
| 8 men, 
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men, and the next day purify- 
ing himſelf with them, entered 
into the temple, to ſignify the 


days in which the purification 


would be accompliſhed, that an 
offering might be offered for 
every one of them. 27 But 
when the ſeventh day was ful- 
filled, the Jews who were of 
Aſia, came, when they ſaw him 
in the temple, and ſtirred up the 
whole multitude and laid hands 
on him, 28 Crying out, Men 
of Iſrael, help: this is the 
man that teacheth all every 
where againſt the people, and 
the law, and this place: and 
hath brought Greeks alſo into 
the temple, and hath polluted 
this holy place, 29 For they 


had ſeen before with him in the 


city, Trophimus an Epheſian, 
whom + we ſuppoſed 
that Paul had brought 
into the temple,zo And 
the whole city was moved, and 
there was a concourſe of the 
people; and they {eiz'd upon 
Paul, and drew him out of the 
temple: and forthwith the doors 
were ſhut. 31 But as they 
ſought to kill him, tidings came 
unto the chief captain of the 
band, that all Jeruſalem was in 
an uprore. 32 Who immedi- 
ately took ſoldiers, and centu- 
rions, and ran down upon them : 
and when they ſaw the chief 
captain, and the ſoldiers, they 
left beating of Paul. 33 Then 
the chief captain came near and 
took him, and commanded Y 
to be bound with two chains; 
and demanded, who he was, 
and what he had done. 434 And 
lome cried one thing, ſome 


another among the multitude : 
and when he could not know 
the certainty for the tumult, he 
commanded him to be carried 


no the caſtle, 35 And when 


he was upon the ſtairs, ſo it was 
that Paul was born of the ſol- 
diers, for the violence of the 
multitude. 36 For the multi- 
tude followed after, crying out, 
that he ſhould be ſlain. 37 And 
as he was to be led into the 
caſtle, he anſwered and ſaid un- 
to the chief captain, May I 
ſpeak unto thee? ' Who 4{aid, 
Canſt thou ſpeak Greek? 338 
Art not thou that Egyptian 
which before theſe days madeſt 


an uprore, and leddeſt out into 


the wilderneſs four thouſand men 
that were murderers? 39 But 
Paul ſaid, I am a man who am 
a Jew, but born at Tarſus ; and 
I beſeech thee, ſuffer me to 
ſpeak unto the people. 40 And 
when the chief captain had 
given him licence, Paul ftood | 
on the ſtairs, and beckned with 
the hand unto them: and when 
there was made a great ſilence, 
he ſpake unto them in the He- 
brew tongue, ſaying, | 

XXII. Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hear ye the defence 
which I make now unto you. 
2 And when they heard that 
he ſpake in the Hebrew tongue 
they were ſilent; and he faith, 


3 lama man who am a Jew, 


born in 'Tarſus, of Cilicia, but 
brought up in this city, at the 
feet of Gamaliel, taught accord- 


ing to the perfect manner of tre 


law of the fathers, being zea- 
lous towards God, as ye al! are 
this day. 4 And I periecued 
this way unto death, binding 
and delivering unto priſon bot! 
men and women. 5 As alto 


unto the brethren, and went 
to Damaſcus, to bring chem 
who were there bound unto 
Jeruſalem, that they mignt be 
2 ; puniſhed. 
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puniſhed, 6 As I was come nigh 
unto Damaſcus, about noon, ſud- 
denly there ſhone from heaven a 
great light round about me. 7 
And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice ſaying unto me, 
Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou 
me? 8 And I anſwered, Who 
art thou, Lord? But he ſaid un- 
to me, I am Jeſus of Nazareth 
whom thou perſecuteſt. 9 And 
they that were with me {aw in- 


deed the light, and were afraid; 


but they heard not the voice of 
him that ſpake unto me. 10 
And I faid, What ſhall I do, 
Lord ? And he ſaid unto me, 
Ariſe, and go to Damaicus, and 
there it ſhall be told thee of all 
thipgs which are appointed thee 
to do. 11 And when I could 
not ſee for the glory of that light, 
being led by the hand of them 
that were with me, I came to 
Damaſcus. 
nias, a man according to the 
law, having a good report of all 
the jews who dwelt there, 13 
Came unto me, and ſtood, and 
ſaid unto me, Brother Saul, re- 
ceive thy ſight. And the ſame 
hour I looked up upon him. 14 
And he {aid to me, The God of 
our fathers hath choſen thee, that 
thou ſhouldeſt know his will, and 
ſee that juſt one, and ſhouldett 
hear the voice of his mouth. 15 
For thou ſhalt be his witneſs un- 
to all men, of what thou haſt 
ſeen and heard. 16 And now 
why tarrielt thou ? ariſe, and be 


baptized, and waſh away thy 


ſins, calling on his name. 17 
And it came to paſs, that when 
J was come again to Jeruſalem, 
even while I prayed in the tem- 
ple, I was in a trance ; 18 And 
ſaw him ſaying unto me, Make 


haſte and get thee quickly out of 


Jeruialem : for they will not re- 


ceive thy teſtimony concerning me. 


12 And one Ana 


19 And I ſaid, Lord, they know 
that I impriſoned, and beat in the 
ſynagogues them that believed 
on thee. 20 And when the blood 
of thy martyr Stephen was ſhed, 
I was ſtanding by, and conſent. 
ing, and kept the raiment of 
them that ſlew him. 21 And he 
ſaid unto me, Depart : for ! 
ſend thee far unto the Gentiles, 
22 And they hearkened as far as 
this word, and lift up their voice, 
and ſaid, Take away ſuch an 
one from the earth: for it is not 
fit he ſhould live. 23 And as 
they cried out, and caſt off their 
cloaths, and threw duſt to hea. 
ven, 24 The chief captain com- 
manded him to be brought into 
the caſtle, and bade that he ſhould 
be examined by ſtripes; that he 
might know wherefore they cried 
ſo againſt him. 25 And as they 
bound him with thongs, he ſeid 
anto the centurion that ſtood by, 
Is it lawful for you to ſcourge a 
man that is a Roman, and un- 
condemned ? 26 When the cen- 
turion heard this, that he called 
himſelf a Roman, he went to 
the chief captain, and told him, 
ſaying, Take heed what thou art 
doing ; for this man 1s a Roman, 
27 Then the chief captain came, 
and aſked him, Tell me, Art 
thou a Roman? He ſaid, I am. 
28 And the chief captain an- 
{wered and ſaid to him, I know 
with what ſum J obtained this 
freedom: And Paul ſaid, But J 
was free-born.

XXIII. And Paul earneſtly be- 
holding the council, ſaid, Men, 
brethren, I have lived in all good 
conſcience before God, until this 
day. 2 And the high prieſt A- 
nanias commanded them that 
ſtood by him, to ſmite him on 
the mouth. 3 Then ſaid Paul 


unto him, God ſhall ſmite thee, 


thou whited wall : for fitteſt thou 
and judgeſt me after the law, and 
commandeſt me to be ſmitten 
contrary to the law ? 
they that ſtood by, ſaid, Revileſt 
thou God's high prieſt ? 5 Now 
Paul aid, I knew not, brethren, 


that he was the high prieſt: For 


it is written, Thou ſhalt not 
ipeak evil of the ruler of thy 
people. 6 But when Paul per- 
ceived that the one part were 
Sadducees, and the other Phari- 
ſees, he Cried out in the council, 
Men, brethren, I am a Pharilee, 
the ſon of the Phariſees : of the 
hope and reſurrection of the dead, 
I am called in queſtion, 7 And 


when he had fo ſaid, there aroſe 
a diſſenſion between the Phariſees 


and the Sadducees : and the mul- 
titude was diſſolved. 8 For the 


4 And 


Sadducees ſay that there is no 


reſurrection, neither angel, nor 
ſpirit ; but the Phariſees confeſs 
both, 9 And there aroſe a great 
cry : and ſome of the Phariſees 
arole, and ſtrove, ſaying, We 


find no evil in this man: What 
if a ſpirit or an angel hath ſpo- 


ken to him? 10 And when 
there aroſe a great diſſenſion, the 
chief captain fearing leſt Paul 
ſnould have been pulled in pieces 
of them, commanded the ſoldiers 
to go down, and take him by 


force from among them, and to 


lead him away into the caſtle. 


— 


11 And the night following, the 
Lord ſtood by him, and ſaid, Be 
of good cheer, Paul: for as thou 
haſt teſtified of me in Jerulalem, 
ſo muſt thou bear witneſs allo at 
Rome. 12 And when it was 
day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and bound themſelves 
under an anathema, ſaying, that 
they would neither eat nor drink 
till they had killed Paul. 13 
And they were more than forty 
who had made this confederacy. 
14 And they came to the chief 
prieſts and elders, and ſaid, We 
have bound our ſelves under a 
great anathema, that we will eat 
nothing until we have ſlain Paul. 
15 Now therefore ye with the 
council, ſignify to the chief cap- 
tain, that he bring him down 
unto you, as though ye would 
enquire ſomething more perfectly 
concerning him : and we, or 
ever he come near, are ready to 
kill him. 16 And when Paul's 
ſiſter's, ſon heard of their lying 
in wait, he went and entered in- 
to the caſtle, and told Paul. 17 
Then Paul called one of the 
centurions unto him, and faid, 
Bring this young man unto the 
Chief captain: for he hath a cer- 
tain thing to tell him. 18 So 
he took him, and brought him 
to the chief captain, and faid, 
Paul the priſoner prayed me to 
bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath ſomething to ſay unto 
thee. 19 Then the chief cap- 
tain took him by the hand, and 
went aſide privately, and aſked 
him, What is that thou halt to 
tell me? 20 And he ſaid, The 
Jews have agreed to deſire thee, 
that thou wouldeſt bring down 
Paul tomorrow into the council, 
as though they would enquire 
ſomewhat of him more perfectly. 
21 But do not thou yield unto 
them: for there lie in wait for 

him 
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him of them more than forty men, 
who have bound themſelves with 
an anathema, that they will nei- 
ther eat nor drink till they have 
killed him: and now are they 
ready, looking for a promiſe from 
thee. 22 So the chief captain let 
the young man depart, and charg- 
ed him, Tell no man, that thou 


haſt ſhewed theſe things to me. 


23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, ſaying. Make ready 
two hundred ſoldiers to go to 
Ceſarea, and horſemen three- 
ſcore and ten, and ſpearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of 
the night. 24 And provide 
beaſts, that they may ſet Paul 
on, and bring him ſafe unto Fe- 
lix the governor. For he was 
afraid leſt the Jews ſhould ſeize 
on him, and kill him; and he 
ſhonld afterward bear the re- 

roach, as if he would have ta- 
ken money. 25 And he wrote 
a letter, containing What fol- 
lows. 
to the moſt excellent. governor 
Felix, greeting. 27 This man 
was taken of the Jews, and 
ſhould have been killed of them: 
then came I with an army, and 
reſcaed him, having underſtood 
that he was a Roman. 28 And 
when I would have known the 
_ cauſe wherefore they accuſed him, 
T brought him forth into their 
council: 29 Whom I perceived 
to be accuſed of queitions of 
their law, but to have nothing 


laid to his charge worthy of 


death or of bonds. 3o And when 
it was told me, how that the 
Jews laid wait for the man, I 
ſent ſtriaghtway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accuſers al- 


ſo, to ſay before thee what zhey 


bad againſt him, Farewel. 31 
Then the ſoldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul and 


26 Claudius Lyſias, un- 


brought n by night to Antipa- 
tris. 32 On the morrow they 
left the hor!emen to go with him, 
and returned to the caſtle. 
Who when they came to Ceſarea, 
and delivered the epiſtle to the 
governor, preſented Paul alſo be. 
fore him. 34 And when he had 
read it, he aſked of what pro. 
vince he was. And when he un. 
derſtood that he was of Cilicia ; 
35 I will hear thee, ſaid he, 
when thine accuſers are come, 
And he commanded him to be 
kept in Herod's judgment-hall. 
XXIV. And after five days, 
Ananias the high prieſt, deſcend. 
ed with certain elders, and 2 
certain orator Tertullus, who in- 
formed the governor againſt Paul. 
2 And when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accuſe hin, 
ſaying, Secing that by thee we 
enjoy great quietneſs, and that 
many worthy deeds are done un- 
to this nation by thy providence, 
3 We accept it always, and in 


all places, moſt noble Felix, with 


all thankfulneſs. 4 Notwith- 
ſtanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldeſt hear us of thy 
clemency a few words. 5 We 
have found this man a peſtilent 
fellow, and a mover of ſeditions 
among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of 
the ſect of the Nazarenes : 6 
Who alſo hath gone about to 
profane the temple : whom we 
took and would have judged ac- 
cording to our law. 7 But the 


chief captain Lyſias came upon 


us, and With great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 8 
Commanding his accuſers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom, 
thy ſelf mayſt take knowledge 
of all theſe things, whereof we 


accuſe him. 9 And the Jews 
alſo 
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alſo aſſented, ſay ing, that theſe 
things were ſo. 10 Then Paul, 
after that the governor had beck- 
ned unto him to ſpeak, anſwered, 
Foraſmuch as I know that thou 
haſt been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do cheerfully 
anſwer for my {elf : 11 Becauſe 
that thou mayſt underitand, that 
there are yet but twelve days 
ſince I went up to Jeruſalem for 
to worſhip. 12 And they nei- 
ther found me in the temple di- 
ſputing with any man, neither 
raiſing up the people, neither in 
the ſynagogues, nor in the city : 
13 Neither can they prove to 
thee the things whereof they 
now accule me. 
confeſs unto thee, that after the 
way which they call an hereſy, 
ſo worſhip I my Father, and my 
God ; believing all things which 
are Written in the law and the 
prophets : 15 And have hope 
towards God, which they them- 
{elves alſo allow, that there ſhall 
be a reſurrection, both of the 
juſt and unjuſt. 16 And herein 
do Jexerciſe my ſelf to have al- 
ways a conſcience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 17 
Now after many years, I came 
to bring alms to my nation, of- 
ferings, and vows. 18 Where- 
upon certain Jews from Aſia 
found me purified in the temple, 
neither with multitude, nor with 
tumult, 19 Who ought to have 
been here beſore thee, and ob- 
ject, if they had ought againſt 
me. 20 Or elſe let theſe ſame 
ſay, if they have found any evil- 
doing in me, while I ſtood before 
the council, 21 Except it be 
lor this one voice, that I cried 
landing among them, Touching 
the reſurrection of the dead, I 
am called in queſtion by you this

ment to come, Felix trembled, 
and anſwered, Go thy way for 
this time ; when I have a con- 
venient ſeaſon, I will call for 
thee. 26 He hoped alſo that 
money ſhould have been given 
him of Paul; wherefore he ſent 
for him the oftner, and commu- 
27 But after 


in the room of Felix, and Felix 
willing to ſhew the Jews a plea- 
ſure, left Paul bound. | 

XXV. Now when Feſtus was 
come into the province, after 
three days he aſcended from 
Ceſarea to Jeruſalem. 2 Then 
the high prieſts and the chief of 
the Jews informed him againſt 
Paul, and beſought him, 3 


And deſired favour againſt him, 


that he would ſend for him to 
Jeruſalem, laying wait in the 
way to kill him. 4 But Feſtus 
anſwered, that Paul ſhould be 


| kept at Ceſarea, and that he 


himſelf would depart ſhortly. 
5 Let them therefore, ſaid he, 
who among you are able, go 
down with ze, and accuſe this 
man, if there be any crime in 
him, 6 And when he had 
tarried among them not more 
than eight or ten days, he went 

down 
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down unto Ceſarea, and the 
next day fitting in the judgment- 
feat, commanded Paul to be 
brought. 7 And when he was 
come, the ſews which came 
down from Jeruſalem, ſtood 
round about him, and laid ma- 
ny and grievous complaints 
againſt Paul, which they could 
not prove; 8 While Paul an- 
ſwered for himſelf, Neither 
againſt the law of the Jews, 
neither againſt the temple, nor 
yet againſt Ceſar, have I ot- 
fended any thing at all. 9 But 


Feſtus, willing to do the Jews a 


leaſure, anſwered Paul, and 
id, Wilt thou go up to Jeru- 
falem, and there be judged of 
theſe things before me? 19 
"Then ſaid Paul, I ſtand at 
Celars judgment-ſeat, where J 


ought to be judged: to the | 


Jews have I done no wrong, as 
thou very well knoweſt. 11 
For if I be an offender, or have 
commi:ted any thing worthy of 
death, I refuſe not to die: but 
if there be none of theſe things 
whereof theſe accuſe me, no 
man may deliver me unto them. 
] appeal unto Ceſar. 12 Then 
Feſtus when he had conferred 
with the council, anſwered, Haſt 


thou appealed unto Ceſar ? unto | 
13 And 
after certain days, king Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Ceſarea 


Ceſar ſhalt thou go. 


to ſalute Feſtus. 14 And when 


they had been there many days, 


Feſtus declared Paul's cauſe unto 


the king, faying, There is a 


certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: 15 About whom, when 
J was at feruſalem, the chief 
prieits ard the elders of the 


Jews informed me, deſiring 
condemnation againſt him. 16 
To whom I anſwered, It is not

have licence to anſwer for him.

_ row I fat on the judgment ſeat, 


and I commanded the man to be 
18 Againſt 


up, they brought no wicked 
accuſation of ſuch things as 1 
ſuppoled: 19 But had certain 
queſtions agamſt him of their 
own ſuperſtition, and of one 
Jeſus who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 20 And 
becauſe I doubted of ſuch man- 
ner of queſtions, 1 asked hin 
whether he would go to Jeruſa- 
lem, and there be judged of 
theſe matters. 21 But when 


Paul had appealed to be me. 


ſerved unto the hearing of Au— 


guſtus, I commanded him to be 


kept till I might ſend him to 
Ceſar. 22 Then Agrippa {aid 
unto Feſtus, I would alſo hear 
the man my ſelf. To morrow, 
ſaid he, thou ſhalt hear him. 
23 And on the morrow when 
Agrippa was come, and Ber- 
nice, with great pomp, and was 
entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and 
principal men of the city, 4 
Feſtus commandment Paul was 
brought forth. 24 And Feſtus 
ſaid, King Agrippa, and all 
men who are here preſent with 
us, ye ſee this man, about 
whom all the multitude of the 
Jews have dealt with me at ſe. 
ruſalem, defiring, and crying 
that he ought not to live an 
longer. 25 But when I found 
that he had committed nothing 
worthy of death, and that he 

himſel 
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himſelf hath appealed to Au- 
puſtus. I have determined to 
ſend him. 26 Of whom I have 
no certain thing to write unto 
my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, 
and ſpecially before thee, O 
king Agrippa, that after ex- 
amination had, I may have 
ſomewhat that I may write. 
27 For it ſeemeth to me unrea- 
ſonable to ſend a priſoner, and 
not withal to ſignify the crimes 
apainſt him. _ 

XXVI. Then Agrippa ſaid 
unto Paul, thou art permitted to 
ſpeak for thy ſelf. Then Paul 
ſretched forth the hand, and 


anſwered for himſelf, 2 I think 


my ſelf happy, king Agrippa, 
becauſe I ſhall anſwer for my 
elf this day before thee, touch- 
ing all the things whereof I am 
accuſed of the Jews. 3 Eſpe- 
cially, becauſe 1] know thee to 


te expert in all cuſtoms and 


queſtions which are among the 
lews : wherefore I beſeech ee 
to hear me patiently. 4 My 
manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the firſt among 
mine own nation at Jeruſalem, 
know all the Jews, 5 Which 
knew me from the beginning, 
If they would teſtify that after 
the moſt ſtraiteſt ſect of our reli- 
ron, I lived a Phariſee. 6 And 
ww I ttand, and am judged for 


he hope of the promiſe made of 


Cod unto our fathers: 7 Unto 
Fhich our twelve tribes ſerving 
lay and night, hope to come: 
or which hopes ſake, king A- 
mppa, I am accuſed of the Jews. 
Why ſhould it be thought 
thing incredible with you, 
nat God ſhould raiſe the dead? 
}1 verily thought with my ſelf, 
nat I ovght to do many things 
Mntrary to the name of ſeſus of 


Nazareth. 10 Which thing I 
allo did in Jeruſalem: and ma- 
ny of the ſaints did I ſhut up in 
priſon, having received authority 
from the chief prieſts ; and when 
they were put to death I gave 
my voice againſt them. 11 And 
I puniſhed them oft in every 
ſynagogue, and compelled ther: 
to blaſpheme; and being exceed- 
ingly mad againſt them, I per- 


ſecuted them even unto firange 


cities. 12 Whereupon, as I 
went to Damaſcus, with autho- 
rity and commiſſion from the 
chief prieſts; 13 At midday, 
O king, I ſaw in the way a 
light trom heaven, above the 
brightneſs of the ſun, ſhining 
round about me, and them who 
journeyed with me. 14 And 
when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice ſpeaking 
unto me, in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou 


me? Ii is hard for thee to kick. 


againſt the goads. 15 And 1 
ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? And 
the Lord ſaid, | am ſeſus whom 
thou perſecuteſt, 16 But rite, 
and ſcand upon thy feet: for J 
have appeared unto thee for this 
purpoſe, to make thee a minitter 
and a witneſs both of theſe things 
which thou haſt ſeen, and of 
thoſe things in the which I will 
appear unto thee; 17 Deli- 
vering thee {rom the people, and 


the Gentiles, unto whom now 


ſend thee, 18 To open their 
eyes, and to turn th:z1 from dark- 


neſs to light, and f-9m the power 


of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive ſorgiveneſs of fins, 


and inheritance among them 


who are ſanctiſied by faith that 
is in me. 19 Whereupon, O 
king Agrippa, I was not diſobe- 
dient unto the heavenly viſion : 
20 But ſhewed firſt unto them of 
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Damaſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and | 
throughout all the coaſts of 
Judea, and to the Gentiles, 
that they ſhould repent, and turn 
to God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 21 For this caule 
the Jews caught me in the tem- 
ple, and went about to kill zue, 
22 Having therefore obtained 
help of God, I continue unto 
this day, witneſſing both to 
ſmall and great; ſaying none o- 
ther things than thoſe which the 
prophets and Moſes did ſay 
| ſhould come: 23 That Chriſt 
ſhould ſuffer, that he ſhould be 
the firſt that ſhould riſe from the 
dead, and ſhould ſhew light un- 
to the p-ople, and to the Gen- 
24 And as he thus ſpake, 
and made his apology for him- 
ſelf, Feſtus ſaid with a loud

voice, Paul, thou art befide thy 
ſelf : much learning doth make 
thee mad, 25 But Paul ſaid, I 
am not mad, moſt noble Feſtus ; 
but ſpeak forth the words of 
truth and ſoberneſs. 26 For the 
king knoweth of theſe things, 
before whom alſo I ſpeak freely: 
for I am perſuaded that none of 
theſe things are hidden from 
him: Nor was this thing doue 
in a corner, 27 k ng Agrippa, 
believeſt thou the prophets ? J 
know that thou believeſt. 28 
Then Agrippa /aia unto Paul, 
Almoſt thou periuadeſt me to be 


a Chriitian. 29 And Paul aid, 


I would to God, that not only 
thou, but allo all that hear me 
this day, were beth almoit, and 
altogether fuch as I am, excep! 
theſe bonds. 30 And the king 
roſe up, and the governor, and 
Rernice, and they that fate with 
them. 31 And when they were 
gore aſde, they talked between 
themielves, ſaving, This man 
coth nothing worthy of death, 
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or of bonds. 32 Then ſaid A. 
giippa unto Feſtus, This man 
migut have been jet at liberty, 
if he had not appealed uny 
Ceſar. 

XXVII. And when it was de. 
termined that he ſhould ſail into 
Italy, they delivered Paul and 
certain other priſoners, unto one 
named julius, a centurion 9 
Auguitus band. 2 And entering 
into a ſhip of Adramyuium, 
we lanched, meaning to failty 
the places of Aſia, one Ariſtar. 
chus a Macedonian cf 'Theſlz. 
lonica, being with us. 3 But 
the next day we touched 2 
Sidon, And Julius courteoully 
entreated Paul, and gave hin 
liberty to go unto his friends, t© 
refreſh himſelf. 4 And when 
we had lanched from thence, we 
ſaiſed under Cyprus, becauſe 


' the winds were contrary, 5 And 
| when we had ſailed over the ſea 
of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 


came to Lyſtra of Lycia. 6 
And there the centurion found 2 
ſhip of Alexandria failing into 
Italy; and he pat us therein.) 
And when we had ſailed {lowly 
many days, and ſcarce were 
come over againſt Cnidus, the 
wind not ſuffering us, we failed 
under Crete, over againſt Sal- 
mone: 8 And hardly paſſing 
it, came unto a place which s 
called the fair havens, nig 
whereunto was the city Tha— 
laſſa. 9 Now when much time 
was ſpent, and when failing was 
now dangerous, becaufe the fall 
was now already paſt, Paul com- 
forted them, io And faid 
unto them, Sirs, I perceive that 
this voyage will be with hurt 


and much damage, not only of 
the lading and ſhip, but allo of 


our lives. 11 Nevertheless, 
the centur.on, believed the * 
an 
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and Pilot of the ſhip, more than 

thoſe things which were ſpoken 

by Paul. 12 And becauſe the 

haven was not commod:ous to 

winter in, the more part adviſed 

to depart thence, if by any 

means th-y might attaia to Phe- 

nice, to winter; which is an 

haven of Crete, and lieth toward 

the ſouth-weſt, and north west. 

13 And when the jouth-wind 

blew ſoftly, ſuppoſing that they | 
had obtained heir purpoſe, loo!- 

ing they ſailed cloſe by Crete. 
14 But not long af er there arcie 
z0alnit it a tempeſtuous wind, 
called The North-eaſt . 
15 And when the ſhip was

, all hope that we ſhould be 
ſhaved, was then taken away. 
21 And after long abſtinence, 
Paul ſtood forth in the midit of 
them, and ſaid, Sirs, ye ſhould 
have hearkened unto me, and 
not have looſed from Crete, and 
to have gained this harm and 
loss. 22 And now I exhort 
you to be of good cheer: for 
there ſhall be no loſs of life a- 
mong you, but of the ſhip. 23

20 For 
this cauſe therefore have I called 
for you, to fee and to ſpeak with 
ou: becauſe that for the hope of 
Ifrael I am bound with th: 

21 But they ſaid unto 
him, We neither received letters 
out of Judea concerning thee, 
neither any of the brethren that 
came, ſhewed or ſpake any harm 
of thee.

3 And not only this, 
but we glory in tribulations alfo, 
knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience ; 4 And patience, expe- 
nence; and experience, hope 
5 And hope maketh not aſhamed, 
becauſe the love of God is ſhed 


abroad in our hearts, by the Ho- 


ly Ghoſt. 6 For when we were 
yet without Strength, in due time 
Chriſt died for the ungodly. 7 
For ſcarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure 
tor a good man {ome would even 


dare to die, 8 But God com- 


mendeth his love towards us, in 
that While we were yet ſinners, 
Chriit died for us. 9 Much more 


then being now juſtified by his 


blood, we ſhall be ſaved from 
wrath through him. 10 For if 
when we were enemies, We were 


reconciled to God by the death 


of his Son: much more being re- 
conciled, we ſhall be ſaved by his 
lite. 31 And not only this, but 
we allo joy in God, through our 
Lord Jeius Chriſt, by whom we 
have already received the atone- 
ment. 12 Wherefore, as by one 
man ſin entred in the world, and 
death by fin; and fo it paſſed up- 
on all men, for that all have ſin- 
ned. 13 For until the law, fin 
was in the world: but fin is not 


. imputed when there is no law. 


14 Nevertheleſs, death reigned 
irom Adam to Moſes, even over 
them that had not ſinned after the 
ſimilitude of Adam's tranſgreſſion, 
who is the figure of him that was 
to come: 15 But not as the of- 
fence, ſo alſo is the free gift. For 


if through the offence of one, the 
many be dead; much more the 


grace of God, and the gift by 
grace, by one man, Jeſus Chrili, 
hath abounded unto many. 16 
And not as it was by one fin, ſo 
i the gift: for the judgment <vas 
by one to condemnation: but the 
free gift 2c of many offences unto 
juitihcation of life, 17 For it by 
one offence, death reigned by one; 
much more they which receive 
abundance of grace, and of the 
gift of righteouſneſs, ſhail reign 
in life by one Jeſus Chriſt. 18 
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Therefore as by one offence 17 
came upon all men to condemna- 
tion : even {o by one righteouſneſs 
it came upon all men unto juſtifi- 
Cation of life. 19 For as by one 
man's diſobedience many were 
made ſinners : {- by the obedience 
of one man, ſhall many be made 
righteous. 
entered, that the offence might 
abound : But where fin abounded, 
grace did much more abound : 
21 That as fin hath reigned un- 
to death, even ſo might grace 
reign through righteouſneſs unto 
eternal liſe, by jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord. | 

VI. What ſhall we ſay then? 
Shall we continue in ſin, that 
grace may abound ? 2 God for- 
bid: how ſhall we that are dead 
to fin, live any longer therein ? 


3 Know ye not, that ſo ma- 


ny of us as were baptized into 
Jeſus Chriſt, were baptized unto 
his death? 4 Therefore we are 
buried with him by Baptiſm un- 
to death: that like as Chriſt was 


raiſed up from the dead by the 


glory of the Father, even ſo we 

allo mould walk in newneſs of 

life. 5 For if we have been

plan ed together in the likeneſs of 


his death : we ſhall alſo be of his 
reſurrection: 6 Knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of fin might 


be deſtroyed, that henceforth we

that is dead, is juſtified trom fin. 
8 Now l if we be dead with Chriſt, 
we believe that we ſhall alſo live 
with Chriſt: 9 Knowing that 
Chriſt being raiſed from the dead, 
diet no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him.

once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God.

17 
But God be thanked, that ye 
were the ſervants of ſin ; but ye 
have obeyed from the heart that 
jorm of doctrine to which ye were 
delivered, 18 Being then made 
tree from ſin, ye became the ſer- 
vants of righteouſneſs. 19 I ſpzak 
aſter the manner of men, becaule 
of the infirmity of your fleſh: for 
as ye have yielded your members 
ſervants to uncleanneſs and to ini- 
quity, unto iniquity z even ſo now 
yield your members ſervants to 
righteouſneſs, unto holineſs. 20 
For when ye were the ſervants of 
ſin, ye were free from righteouſ- 
neis. 21 What fruit had ye then 
in thoſe things, whereof ye are 
now aſhamed ? for truly the end 
of thoſe things is death, 22 But 
now being made free from bn, 
and become ſervants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holineſs, ard 
the end everlaſting life. 23 Fo! 
the wages of fin 75 death: but the 
gift of God is eternal life, througl 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 
VII. Know ye not, brethren, 
ſor | ſpeak to them that kno 
the law how that the Jaw hath

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dominion over man, as long as 
he liveth?

2 Whoſoever therefore reſiſteth 
the power, reſiſteth the ordinance 
of God : and they that reſiſt, 
ſhall receive to themſelves judg- 
ment, 3 For rulers are not a 
terror to a good work, but to an 
evil one, Wilt thou then not be

Let every man be fully perſuaded 
in his own mind, 6 He that re- 
gardeth the day, regardeth i“ un- 
to the Lord: And he that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth 
God thanks ; and he that eateth 
not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks. 7 For 
none of us liveth to himſelf, and 
no man dieth to himſelf.

yet ſo, as through a fire. 16 
Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? 17 If 
any man defile the temple of God, 
him ſhall God deſtroy : for the 


temple of God is holy, which ye 


are. 18 Let no man deceive 
himſelf with vain words. If any 
man among you ſeemeth to be 
wile in this world, let him become 
a fool, that he may be wiſe. 19 
For the wiſdom of this world is 


fooliſhneſs with God: for it is 


written, He taketh the wiſe in 
their own craftineſs. 20 And 
again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wiſe, that they 
are vain, 21 Therefore let no 
man glory in men : for all things 
are yours: 
or Apollos, or Cephas, or the 
world, or life, or death, or things 
preſent, or things to come; all

angels, and to men. 


are yours; 23 And ye Chriſt's ; 
and Chriſt Goa's. 

IV. Let a man fo account of 
us, as of the miniſters of Chrilt, 
and flewards of the myſteries of 
God. 2 Moreover it 1s required 
in ſtewards, that a man be found 
faithful. 3 But with me it is a 
very ſmall thing, that 1 ſhould be 
judged of you, or of man's judg- 
meut : yea, I judge not mine 
own ſelf.

Apollos, for your ſakes: that ye 
might learn in us not to rhink 
above that which is writ- 

ten, that * one of you 2 
be puffed up for one a- one. 
gainſt another. 7 For 


who maketh thee to differ? and 


what haſt thou that thou didſt not 


receive? now if thou didſt re- 


ceive it, why doſt thou glory as 
if thou hadſt not received z?? 8 
Now ye are full, now ye are 
rich, ye have reigned as kings 
without us : and 1 would that ye 


did reign, that we alſo might 


reign with you. 9 For I think 
that God hath ſet forth us the a- 
poſtles laſt, as it were appointed 
to death. For we are made a 
ſpectacle unto the world, and to 
10 We are 
fools for Chriſt's ſake, but ye are 
wiſe in Chriſt : we weak, but ye 
ſtrong : ye honourable, but we 
deſpiſed. 11 Even unto this pre- 
ſent hour, we both hunger, and 
thirſt, and-are naked, and are 

buffeted. 
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buſteted, and have no certain 
dwelling-place; 12 And labour, 
working with our own hands: 
being reviled, we bleſs : being 
periccuted, we ſuffer it: 13 Be- 
ing deſamed, we intreat : we are 


made as ti.e filth of the world, 


the off-ſcouring of all things unto 
tbis day. 14 I write not theſe 
things to ſhame you, hut as my 
beloved ſons I warn you. 15 
For though you have ten thou- 
tand inſtructers in Chrilt, yet not 
many fathers : for in Chriſt Jeſus 
J have begotten you through the 
goſpel. 16 Wherefore I beſeech 
You be ye followers of me. 17 
For this cauſe have I ſent unto 
you Tunothy, who is my belov- 


ed ion, ard faithful in the Lord, 


who ſhall bring you into remem- 


brance of my ways which be in | 


Chriſt Jeſus, as I teach everywhere 
in every church. 18 Now ſome 
are puffed up, as though I would 
nat come to you. 19 But I will 
come to you ſhortly, if the Lord 
drill, and will know, not the 
tpeech of them who are puffed 
up, but the power. 20 For the 
Kingdom of God 7s not in word, 
but in power. 21 What will ye?

and that with unbelievers. 
Now there is utterly a fault 
among you, becauſe ye go to 
law one with another: why co 
ye not rather take wrong ? why 
do ye not rather ſuffer your ſelves 
to be defrauded ? 8 Nay, you 
do wrong and defraud, and that 
brethren, 9 Know ye not thar 
the unrighteous ſhall not inherir 
the kingdom of God ? Be not 
deceived : neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor ef- 
feminate, nor abuſers of them- 
ſelves with mankind, 10 Nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, 
tioners, ſhall inherit the kingdom 
of Ged. 11 And ſuch were 
ſome of you: but ye have been 
waſhed, but ye have been ſan&t1- 
hed, but ye have been juſtified in 
the name of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 12 All things are lawful 
unto me, but all things are not 
expedient : all things are lawful 
for me, but I will not be brought 
under the power of any.

man, as God hath called every 


one, ſo let him walls : and io 
teach J in all churches.

things, and we in him; and 
one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whom 
are all things, and we by him. 
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| and eateth not of its milk? 8 


7 Howbeit there is not in every 
man that knowledge: for ome 
with conſcience of the idol unto 
this hour, eat it as a thing offered 
unto an idol; and their conſcience 
being weak, is defiled. 8 But 
meat commendeth us not to God : 
for neither if we eat, are we the 
better ; neither if we eat not, are 
we the worſe. 9 But take heed 
leſt by any means this liberty of 
yours become a ſtumbling-block 
to them that are weak. 10 For 
if any man ſee thee who haſt 
knowledge ſit at meat in the 
idols temple, ſnall not the con- 
ſcience of him who is weak be 
emboldened to eat thoſe things 
which are offered to idols?

when he had given thanks, he

ths do in remembrance of me. 


25 After the ſame manner allo

Spirit: to ancther” the gifts of 
healing by the ſame Spirit; 10 
To another the working of mi- 
racles; to another prophecy; to 
another diſcerning of {pirits ; to 
another the interpretation ot 
tongucs; ta another kinds of

XIII. Though 1 ſpeak with 
the tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am as 
founding braſs, or atinkling cym- 
bal. 2 And though I have pro- 
phecy, and underſtand all myſte- 
ries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faich, ſo that ! 
could remove mountains, and 
have no charity, I am nothing. 


3 And though I beltow all my | 


goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, it 
proficeth me nothing. 4 Charity 


ſuffereth long, and is kind ; cha- 


rity evieth not; charity vaunt- 
eth not it ſelf, is not puffed up, 
5 Dorn not behave it ſelf un- 
ivemly, {ecketh not her own, is 
not eaſily provoked, thinketh no 
evii, 6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 


but rejo:ceth in the truth: 7 CO- 


vereth all things, believeth all 
thinge, hopeth all things, endu— 
reth all things. 8 Charity never 
fajleth : but whether prophecies, 
they ſhall fail; whether tongues, 


they Mall ceaſe ; whether know- | 


away. 


ledge, it ſtall vaniſh away. 
For we know in part, and we 
propheiy in part. 10 But when 


that which is perfect is come, that 


which 1s in part ſhall be done 
11 Truly when I was an 
infant, ] ſpake as an infant, ] 
underiiood as an infant, I reaſon. 
ed as an infant : When I became 
a man, ] put away the things of 
an infant. 12 Now we fee 
through a glaſs darkly ; but then 
face to face : now know in part; 


bur then ſhall I know even as al- 


fo I am knewn. 13 And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, theſe 
three; but the greateſt of theſe 
is charity. 

XIV. Follow after charity, and 
deſire ſpiritual gts, but rather 
that ye may propheſy, 2 For he 
that ſpeaketh with tongues, ſpeak- 
eth not unto men, but unto God: 


for no man underſtandeth him ; 


howbeit in the ſpirit he ſpeaketh 
myſteries. 3 But he that prophe- 
ſieth, ipeaketh unto men to edi- 
fication, and exhortation, and 


comfort. 4 He that ſpeaketh with 


tongues, edifieth himſelf : but he 
that propheſieth, edifieth the 
church, 5 I would that ye all 
ſpake with tongues, but rather to 
propheſy : for greater 1, he that 
propheſieth, than he that ſpeak- 
eth with tongues, except he in- 
terpret, that the church may re- 
ceive edifying, 6 Now brethren, 
if come unio you ſpeaking with 
tongues, what ſhall I profit you, 
except I ſhall ſpeak to you either 
by revelation, or by knowledge, 
or by prophelying, or by doc- 
trine? 7 And even things with- 
out life giving ſound, whether 
pipe or harp, except they give à 
ditindion in the ſounds, how 
ſail it be known what is piped 
or harped ? 8 For if the trum- 


pet give an uncertain ſound, who 


mall prepare himſelf to the x 
tie * 
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tle? 9 So likewiſe you, except 
ye utter by the tongue agreeable 
words, how ſhall it be known 
what is ſpoken ? for ye ſhall ſpear 
unto the air. 10 There are, it 
may be, kinds of voices in the 
world, and none without ſignifi- 
cation. 11 Therefore if I know 
not the meaning of the voice, I 
ſhall be unto him that ſpeaketh, a 
barbarian ; and he that ſpeaketh 
a barbarian unto me. 12 Even 
ſo ye, foraſmuch as ye are zea- 
lous of ſpiritual gifts, ſeek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of 
the church. 13 And therefore 
let him that ſpeaketh in a tongue 
pray ſo that he do interpret. 14 
For if I pray in a tongue, my 
ſpirit prayeth, but my under- 
flanding is unfruitful. 15 What 
is it then? I will pray with the 
ſpirit, and I will pray with a 
meaning alſo : I will ſing with 
the ſpirit, and I will fing with 
a meaning alſo. 
thou ſhalt bleſs in the ſpirit, 
how ſhall he that occupieth the 
room of the unlearned, ſay A- 
men at thy giving of thanks, 


ſeeing he underſtandeth not what 


thou ſayeſt? 17 For thou verily 
giveſt thanks well, but the other 
18 I thank my 
God, 1 ſpeak with a tongue 
more than you all ; 19 Yet in 
the church I had rather ſpeak 


16 Elſe when 


hve words by my mind, that 1 


may teach others alſo, than ten 
thouſand words in a tongue. 20 
Brethren, be not little children 


in underſtanding : howbeit, in 


malice be ye infants : but in un- 
derftanding be perfect. 21 In 
the law it is written, With other 
tongues, and other lips, will I 


{peak unto this people : and yet 
l 


for all that, will they not hear 


me, faith the Lord. 22 Where- 
fore tongues are for a ſign, not 
to them that belicve, but to them 


that believe not: but propheſies, 
not for them that believe not, but 
for them that believe, 23 If 
therefore the whole church be 
come thither into one place, and 
all ſpeak with Tongues, and there 
come in thoſe that are unlearned, 
or unbelievers, will they not ſay 


| that ye are mad ? 24 But if all 


propheſy, and there come in one 
that believeth not, or unlearned, 
he is convinced of all, he is judg- 
ed of all: 25 And thus are the 


ſecrets of his heart made mani- 


felt ; and falling down on His 
face, he will worſhip God, and 
report that God 1s in you of a 
truth. 26 How 1s 1t then, bre- 
thren ? when ye come together, 
every one of you hath a doctrine, 
hath a pſalm, hath a revelation, 
bath a tongue, hath an interpre- 
tation. Let all things be done to 
edifying. 27 If any man ſpeak 
in a tongue, By two, or at the 
moſt by three, and that by courſe ; 
and let one interpret. 28 But if 
there be no interpreter, let him 
keep filence in the church ; let 
him ſpeak to himſelf, and to God. 
29 Let the prophets ſpeak two or 
three, and let the others aſk que- 
ſtions. zo If it be revealed to 


another that ſitteth by, let the 


firſt hold his peace. 31 For ye 


may all propheſy one by one, 


that all may learn, and all may 
be comfor:ed. 32 And the ſpi- 
rit of the prophets is ſubje& to 
the prophets, 33 For God is 
not of confuſion, but of peace, 
as in all churches of the ſaints. 
34 What? came the word of 
God out from you ? or came it 
unto you only ? 35 If any man 
think himſelf to be a prophet, or 
ſpiritual, let him acknowledge 
that the things that I write unto 
you, are of the Lord. 36 But 
if any man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. 37 Wherefore, bre- 

thren, 


forbid not to ſpeak with tongues. |

and a'terward that which is ſpi- 
ritual. 47 The firk man 7; of 
the earth, earthy ; ths ſecond 
man 5 from heaven. 48 As 7s 
the earthy, ſuch are they alſo 
that are carthy : and as 7s the 
heavenly, ſuch are they allo that 
are heaveniy. 49 And as wo 
have borne the image of the 
earthy, let us alio bear the image 
of the heavenly, 50 For this I 
ſay, Brethren, that fleſh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God ; neither ſhall corruption 
inherit incorruption. 51 Behold, 
I ſhew you a myitery ; We ſhall 
all ariſe again, but we hal! not 
all be changed, 52 In a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an 
cye, at the laſt tramp, (for the 
trumpet ſhall ound) and the 
dead ſhall ariſe incorruptible, and 
we ſhall be changed. 53 For 
this corruptible matt put on in- 


corruption, and this mortal put 


on immortality. 54 So when 
this corruptible ſhall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal ſnall 
have put on 1mmortality, then 
mall be brought to paſs the ſay - 
ing that is written, Death is 
ſwallowed up in victory.

For our rejoicing is this, the te- 
ſtimony ot our contcience, that 
in ſimplicity and godly ſincerity, 
not with fleſhly wiſdom, but by 


the grace of God, we have had 


our converſation in the world, 
and more abundamily to you- 
wards. 13 For we write none 
other things unto you, than what 
you read or acknowledge, and 
I truſt you ſhall acknowledge to 
the end. 14 As alſo you have 


acknowledged us in part, that we 


are your rejoicing, even as ye 
allo are ours in the day of the 
Lord Jeſus Cariſt. 15 And in 


this confidence I was minded to 


come unto you before, that you 
might have a ſecond benefit: 
16 And to paſs by you into Ma- 


cedonia, and to come again out 


of Macedonia unto you, and of 
you to be brought on my way 
toward Judea. 17 When I there- 
fore was thus minded, did I uſe 
lightneſs ? or the things that [ 
purpoſe, do I purpoſe according 
to the fleſh? that with me there 


ſhould be yes, yes, and, no, no. 


18 But God 7s true, our word 
toward you, was not yes and no. 


19 For the Son of God Jeſus 
Chriſt, who was preached among 
you by us, by me, and Silvanus, 


and Timotheus, was not yes 
and no, but in him was yes. 
20 For all the promiſes of God 
in bim are yes, and in him 
amen, unto the glory of God by 
us. 21 Now he who confirmeth 
us with you, in Chrig, and hath 
anointed us, , God: 22 Who 
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hath alſo ſealed ue, and given the 
earneſt of the Spirit in our 
hearts. 23 Moreover, I call God 


for a record upon my ſoul, that 


to ſpare you I came not as yet 
unto Cvrinth. 24 Not for that 
we have dominion over your 
faith, but are helpers of your 


joy: fer by faith ye ſtand. 


II. And 1 determined this 
with my felf, that I would not 
come again to you in heavineis, 
2 For it J make you ſorry, who 
is he then that maketh me glad, 


but he who is made ſorry by me? 


3 And I wrote this ſame thing 
unto yeu, left waen 1 came 1 
ſhoulc have ſorrow upon ſorrov- 
trom them of whom I ought to 
rejoice ; having confidence in you 
31], that my joy is that of you 
all, 4 For out of much at- 


 Aiftion and anguiſh of heart, 1 


wrote unto you with many tears ; 
not that you ſhould be grieved, 
but that ye might know the 
love which 1 have more abun- 
dantly unto you. 5 But if any 
have cauſed grief, he hath not 
grieved me, but in part: that I 
may not overcharge you all. 6 
Sufficient to ſuch a man 17 this

Many. 7 So that contrariwiſe, ye 
ought rather toforgive and comfort, 
leſt perhaps ſuch an one ſhould be 
ſwallowed up with over much ſor- 
row. 8 Wherefore I beſeech

end alto did I write, that 1 
might know the proof of you, 
v/nether ye be obedient in all 
tings. 10 To whom ye forgive

an advantage of us: for we arc 
not ignorant of his devices. 12

Trois by the goſpel of Chriſt, 
and a door was opened unto me 
of the Lord, 13 I had no ref 
in my fpirit, beeauſe I found not 
Titus my brother : but taking 
my leave of them, I came from 
thence into Macedonia. 14 Now 
thanks be unto God, who always 
cauſeth us to triumph in Chriſt, 
and maketh manifeſt the ſavour 
of his knowledge by us in every 
place. 15 For we are unto God 
a {wect ſavour of Chriſt, in them 
that are ſaved, and in them that 
periſh. 16 To the one the a. 
vour of death unto death ; and 
to the other, the ſavour of life 
unto lite: and who 75 ſufficient 
for theſe things? 17 For we 
are not as the reſt, who corrupt 
the word of God: but as of fin- 
cerity, but as of God, in 
the fight of God {peak we in 
Chriſt. 5 

III. Do we begin again to 


commend our ſelves? or need 


we, as ſome, ommendatory epi- 
ſtles to you, o, commendatory 
ones from you? 2 Ye are our 
epiſtle written in our hearts, 
known and read of all men. 3 
Ye are manifeſtly declared to be 
the epiſtle of Chriſt, miniftred 
by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God; 
not in tables of ſtone, but in 
fleſuly tables of the heart: 4 
And ſuch truſt have we through 
Chriſt to God-ward : 5 Not 
that we are ſufficient of our ſelves 
to think any thing as of our 
ſ-lves : but our ſufficiency is of 
God. 6 Who alſo hath made 


us able miniſters of the new cove- 


nant, not of the letter, but of 
the ſpirit : for the letter Killeth, 
but the ſpi:it giveth life. 7 But 


if the miniſtration of death writ- 
ten and ingraven in ſtones, WAS 
glorious, ſo that the child ten of 


I'rae! could not ſtedfaſtly 2 
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the face of Moſes, for the glory 
of his countenance, which was 
to be done away; 8 How ſhall 
not the miniſtration of the ſpirit 
be rather glorious? 9 For if 
the miniſtration of condemnation 
be glory, much more doth the 
miniſtration of r;ghteouſneſs ex- 
ceed in glory. 10 For even that 
which was made glorious, had 
no glory in this reſpect, in com- 


pariſon of the glory that excel- 


leth. 11 For if that which is 
done away vas glorious, much 
more that which remaineth 7s 
glorious. 12 Seeing then that 
we have ſuch hope, we uſe great 
plainneſs of ſpeech. 13 And not 
as Moſes put a vail over his face, 
that the children of Iſrael could 
not ſted faſtly look to the end of 
that which is aboliſhed. 14 But 
their minds were blinded: for 


until this day remaineth the ſame 


vail untaken away, in the read- 


ing of the old teſtament ; which 
is done away in Chriſt. 15 But 
even unto this day, when Moſes 
is read, the vail 1s upon their 
heart, 16 Nevertheleſs when it 
ſhall turn to the Lord, the vail 
ſhall be taken away. 17 Now 
the Lord is the Spirit, and where 
the Spirit of the Lord zs, is li- 
berty. 18 But we all with open 
face, beholding as in a glaſs the 
glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the ſame image, from glory 
to glory, as by the Spirit of the 
Lord. WY 155 
IV. Therefore ſeeing we have 
this miniſtry, as we have received 
mercy we faint not: 2 But have 
renounced the hidden things of 
diſhoneſty, not walking in crafti- 
neis, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully, but by mani- 
ſeſtation of the truth, commend- 
ing our ſelves to every man's 
conſcience in the ſight of God. 
3 But if our goſpel be hid, it is 


hid to them that are loſt: 4 
In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them 
who believe not, leſt the light of 
the glorious goſpel of Chrill, 
who is the image of God, ſhould 
ſhine. 5 For we preach not our 
ſelves, but Chriſt Jeſus the Lord; 

and our ſelves your ſervants for 
Jeſus fake. 6 For God com- 
manded the light to ſhine out of 
darkneſs, and hath ſhined in our 
hearts, to illuminate the know- 
ledge of his glory, in the perſon 
of Jeſus Chritt. 7 But we have 
this treaſure in ezrchen veſſels, 
that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 
8 We are troubled on every 
ſide, yet not diſtreſſed; per- 
plexed, but not in deſpair; 9g 
Perſecuted, but not forſaken ; 
caſt down, but not deſtroyed ; | 
10 Always bearing about in the 
body, the dying of the Lord 

Jeſus, that the life alſo of Jeſus 
Chriſt might be made manifeſt in 
our body. 11 For we which 
live, are always delivered unto 
death for Jeſus ſake, that the life 

alſo of Jeſus Chriſt might be 
made manifeſt in our mortal 
fleſh. 12 So death worketh in 
us, but life m you. 13 We 
having the ſame ſpirit of faith, 

according as it is written, I be- 

lieved, and therefore have I 
ſpoken : we allo believe, and 

therefore ſpeak ; 14 Knowing, 
that he who raiſed up the Lord 

Jeſus, ſhall raiſe up us alio with 
Jeſus, and ſhall preſent ws with 

you. 15 For all things are for 
your ſakes, that the abun- 
dant grace, might, through 
the thankſgiving of many, re- 


dound to the glory of God. 16 


For which cauſe we faint not, 
but though our outward man 


per ſh, yet our inward man 1s 
renewed day by day. 17 For our 
| light 
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light and ſhort affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh 
for us a far more exceeding eter- 
nal weight of glory; 18 While 
we look not at the things which 


are ſeen, but at the things which 


are not ſeen: for the things 
which are ſeen, are temporal; 
bur the things which are not ſeen, 
eternal. bs 

V. For we know, that if our 
earthly houle of is tabernacle 
were diſſolved, that we have a 
building of God, an houſe not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.

being unclothed, we ſhall not be 


found naked. 4 For we that 
are in this tabernacle do grone, 
being burdened ; inaſmuch as 
we would not be unclothed, but 
clothed upon, that mortality may 
be ſwallowed up of life.

5 Never- 
theleſs, God that comforteth thoie 
that are caſt down, com ſorted us 
by the coming of Titus: 7 And 
not by his coming only, but by 
the conſolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told 
us your earneit deſire, your 
mourning, your fervent mind 
toward me; fo that J rejoiced 
the mare. 8 For though I made 
you ſorry with my epiſtle, I do 
net repent, though 1 did repent : 


for 1 perceive that the fame epi- 
ſtle made you ſorry, though but 


for a ſeaſon. I rejoice, not 
that ye were made jorry, but 
that ye. forroved to repentance : 
for ye were made ſorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might re- 
ceive damage by us in nothing. 
10 For godly ſorroẽ-w worketh 
repentance to ſalvation not to be 
repented of: but the ſorrow of 
the world worketh death. 11

AU L a ſervant of God, 
and an apoſtle of Jeſus 


Chriſt, according to the faith of 


God's elect, and the acknow- 
ledging of the truth, which 1s 
aſter godlineſs: 2 In hope or 
eternal life, which God, that 
cannot lie, promiſed before eter- 
nal ages: 3 Bat hath in due 
times manifelied his word through 
preaching, which is committed 
unto me, according to the com- 
mandment of God our Saviour: 
4 To Titus ine own fon after 
the common faith: Grace and 
peace from God the Father, and 
the Lord Jeſus our Saviour. 5 
Vor tkis capſe leſt I thee in Crete,

that thou ſhouldeſt ſet in order the 


things that are wanting, and or- 
dain elders in every city, as | 
had appointed thee. 6 It any 
be blameleſs, the huſhand of one 
wiſe, having faithful children, 
not accuſed of riot, or unruly. 
7 For a b.ſhop mult be blameleſs, 
as the ſteward of God; not {e!!- 


_ willed, not ſoon angry, not gi. 


ven to wine, no ſtriker, not g1- 
ven to filthy lucre: 8 But 2 
lover of hoſpitality, a lover of 


good men, ſober, juſt, holy, with- 


out paſſion; ꝙ Holding fait the 


faithful word, as he hath been 
| taught, that he may be able by 
{ſound doctrine, both to exhort 
and to convince the gain-ſayers. 
1 ' 
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condemned; that he that is of 


Titus. 


10 For there are many unruly 
and vain talkers and deceivers, 
but eſpecially they of the circum- 
ciion : 11 Whole mouths mult 
be topped, who ſubvert whole 
houſes, teaching things which 
they ought not, for filthy lucre's 
ſake. 12 One of theme] ves, a 
prophet of their own, ſaid, The 
Cretians are alway lars, evil 
beaſts, ſlow bellies. 13 This 
witneſs is true: wherefore rebuke 
them ſharply, that they may be 


ſound in the faith; 14 Not giv- 


ing heed to Jewiſh tables, and 
commandments of men, that turn 
from the truth. 15 Unto the 
pure all things are pure: but 
unto them that are defiled, and 
unbelieving, is nothing pure; but 
even their mind and conſcience is 
defiled. 16 They proteſs that 
they know God ; but in works 
they deny im, being abomina- 
ble, and diſobedient, and unto 
every good work reprobate. 

II. But {peak thou the things 
which become ſound doctrine: 
2 That the aged men be ſober, 
grave, temperate, ſound in faith, 
in charity, in patience : 3 The 
aged women likewiſe, that they 
be in behaviour as becometh ho- 
lineſe, not falſe accuſers, not gi- 
ven to much wine, teachers of 
good things; 4 That they may 
teach the young women to be ſo- 


ber, to love their huſbands, to 
5 To be di- 


love their children, 
icreet, chaſe, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own huſ- 
bands, that the word of God be 
not blaſphemed. 6 Voung men 
likewiſe exhort to be ſober- mind- 
ed. 7 In all things ſhewing thy 
ſelf a pattern of good works ; 
in doctrine, gravity, ſincerity, 
8 Sound Speech that cannot be 


the contrary part, may be a- 


ſay of us. 9 Ye ſervants be 
obedient unto your own maſters, 
pleaſe ibem well in all things; 
not aniwering again, 10 Nei- 
ther purloining, but ſhewing all 
good fidelity; that they may a- 
dorn the doctrine of God our Sa- 
viour in all things. 14 For the 
grace of God that bringeth ſalva- 
tion, hath appeared to all men: 
12 Teaching us, that deny- 
ing ungodlineſs and worldly luſts, 
we ſhouid live ſoberly, righte- 
ouily, and godly in this preſent 
world; 13 Looking for that 
bleſſed hope, and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God, and 
our Saviour jeſus Chriſt: 14. 
Who gave himſelf for us, that 
he might redeem us from all ini- 
quity, and purify unto himſelf a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. 15 'Theſe things ſpeak 
and exhort, and rebuke with all 
authority, Let no man deſpiſe 
thee. 5 | 
III. Put them in mind to be 
ſubje& to piincipalicties and pow- 
ers, to obey magiſtrates, to be 
ready to every good work. 2 
To ſpeak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, bat gentle, ſhewing 
all meekneſs unto all men. 3 
For we our {elves alſo were ſome- 
times fooliſh, dilobedient, deceiv- 
ed, ſerving divers luſts and plea- 
ſures, living in malice and envy, 
hateful, and hating one another. 
4 But after that the kindneſs 
and love of God our Saviour to- 
ward man appeared, 5 Not by 
works of righteouſneſs, which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he ſaved us by the waſh- 
ing of regeneration, and renew- 
ing by the Holy Ghoſt ; 6 Which 
he ſhed on us abundantly, through 
Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour: 7 
That being juſtified by his grace, 
we ſhould be made heirs accord- 


tamed, having no evil thing to 


| ing to the hope of eternal lite.

8 This is a faithful ſaying, and 
theſe things I will that thou af- 
firm conftantly, that they who 
have believed in God, may be 
careful to employ themſelves in 
honeſt trades: theſe things are 

ood and profitable unto men. 9 
But avoid fooliſh queſtions, and 
genealogics, and contention, and 
ſtrivings about the law; for they 


are unprofitable and vain. 10 A 


man that is an heretick, after one 
admonition, and two reject: 11 


ſubverted, and ſinneth, being ſelf- 
condemned. 12 When 1 ſhall 


Kncwing that he that is ſuch, is 


ſend Artemas unto thee, or Ty- 
chicus, be diligent to come unto 


me to Nicopolis: for I have de- 


termined there to winter. 13 
Bring Zenas the lawyer and A. 
pollos on their journey diligenly, 
that nothing be wanting unio 
them. 14 And let ours alſo 
learn to maintain good works for 
neceſſary uſes, that they be not 
unfruitful. 14 All that are with 
me ſalute thee. Greet them that 
love us in the faith. The Grace 
of the Lord be with you all.

10 [I befeech thee for my ſon O.

12 Whom I have ſent to thee: 
receive him, that is mine own 
bowels, 13 Whom 1 would 
have retained with me, that in 
thy ſtead he might have miniſtred 
unto me in the bonds of the gol- 
pel. 14 But without thy mind 
would I do nothing ; that thy 


benefit ſhould not be as it were of | 


neceſſity, but willingly. 15 For 
perhaps he therefore departed for 
a ſeaſon, that thou ſhouldſt re- 
ceive him for ever; 16 Not 


now as a ſervant, but above a 


ſervant, a brother beloved, ſpe- 
cially to me, but how much 
more un'o thee, both in the fleſh, 
and in the Lord? 17 If thou 
count me therefore a partner, fe- 
ceive him as my ſelf, 18 If he 
hath wronged thee, or oweth 
ought, put that on mine account. 


19 I Paul have written 2/ with

mine own hand, I will repay it: 


albeit J do not ſay to thee how 
thou owelt unto me even thine 
own ſelf beſides in the Lord. 
20 Yea, Brother, let me have 
joy of thee in the Lord: refreſh 
my bowels in the Lord.

Having confidence in thy obedi- 
ence, I wrote unto thee, know- 
ing that thou wilt allo do more 


than 1 ſay. 22 But withal pre-

OP, who at ſundry times, 


and in divers manners, 


ſpake in time palt unto the fa- 


thers by the prophets, 2 Hath 
in theſe laſt days ſpoken unto us 
by Vi, Son, whom he hath ap- 


pointed heir of all things, by 


whom allo he made the ages. 3 
Who being a beam of his glory, 
and the expreſs image of his ſub- 


Rance, and upholding all things 


by the word of his power, when 
he had by himſelf purged ſins, 


{at down on the right hand of the 


Majeſty on high: 4 Being made 
lo much better than the angels, | 


as he hath by inheritance obtain- 
ed a more excellent name than 
they. 5 For unto which of the 


angels ſaid he at any time, Thou 


art my Son, this day have I be- 
gotten thee ? And again, I will 
be to him a Father, and he ſhall 


be to me a Son? 6 And when 


he bringeth in again the firſt-be- 
gotten into the world, he faith, 
And let all the angels of God 
worſhip him. 7 And of the an- 
gels he faith, Who maketh his 


angels ſpirits, and his miniſters a 


flame of fire, 8 But unto the 
Son, Thy throne, O God, it for

ever and ever; and a ſceptre of 
righteouſneſs the ſceptre of thy 
kingdom : 9 Thou haſt loved 


righteouſneſs, and hated iniquity; 


therefore God thy God hath an- 
nointed thee with the oyl of glad- 
nels above thy fellows. 10 And, 


Thou Lord, in the beginning haſt _ 
laid the foundation of the earth 3 


and the heavens are the works of 
thine hands. 11 They ſhall pe- 
riſh, but thou remaineſt : and 
they all ſhall wax old as doth a 
garment; 12 And as a velture 
ſhalt thou change them, and they 
ſhall be changed as a garment : 
but thou art the ſame, and thy 
years ſhall not fail. 13 But to 
which of the angels ſaid he at 
any time, Sit on my right hand, 


until I make thine enemies thy 


footſtool ? 14 Are they not all 
miniſtring ſpirits, ſent forth to 
miniſter for them who ſhall be 
heirs of ſalvation ? 3 
II. Therefore we ought to 


give che more earneſt heed to the | 


things which we have heard, leit 
at any time we ſhould let ther 
flip. 2 For if the word ſpoken 
by angels was ſtedfaſt, and every 


tranſgreſſion and diſobedience re- 
ceived a jul recompence of re- 


ward ;

ward; 3 How ſhall we. eſcape 
ii we neglect ſo great iaivation ? 
which at the firit began to be ſpo- 
ken by the Lord, and was 'con 
firmed unto us by them that heard 
bim; 4 God alto bearing them 
witneſs, both with ſigns and won- 
ders, and with divers miracies, 
and gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, ac- 
cording to the will of God. 5 
For unto the angels hath he nor 
put in ſubjection the world to 
come, Whereof we ſpeak. 6 
But one in a certain place teiti- 


fied, faying, What is man that 


thou art mindiul of him ? or the 
ſon of man that thou vinitelt him? 
7 Thou madeſt him for a little 
while lower than the augels; 
thou crownedſt him with glory 
and honour, and didit fe. him 
over the works of thy hands: 8 


Thou haſt put all things ia ſub- 


jection under his feet. For in 
that he put all in ſubjection under 
him, he left nothing not put un- 
der him. But now we ice not 
yet all things put under him. 9g 
But we ſee Jeſus, who was made 
for a little while lower than the 
angels, for the ſuffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honour ; 
that he by the grace of God 
ſhould taſte death for every man. 


10 For it became him, for whom 


are all things, and by whom are 
all things, in bringing many ſons 
unto glory, to make the captain 
of their ſalvation perfect through 
ſufferings. 11 For both he that 
ſanctifieth, and they who are 
ſanctiſied, are all of one: for 
which cauſe he is not aſhamed to 
call them Brethren, 12 Saying, 
I will declare thy name unto my 
brethren, in the midſt of the 
Church will I ſing praiſe unto 
thee. 13 And again, I will put 


my truſt in him. And again, 


Behold, I and the children whom 


God hath given me. 14 Poreſ. 
much then as the children were 
partakeis of blood and fleſh, he 
allo himſelf likewiſe took part 
of the ſame ſufferings: that thro 
death he might detitroy [death] 
that hath the power of death, that 
is, the devil; 15 And deliver 
them wao through fear of death, 
were all their lite time ſubject to 
bondage. 16 For verily he took 
not hold of angels; but he took 
hold of the ſeed of Abraham. 
17 Wherefore in all things it be. 
hoved him to be made like unto 
his brethren 3 that he might be 
a merciſul and faithful high prieit, 
in things pertaining to God, to 
make reconciliation for the fins 
of the people: 18 For in that 
he himſelf hath ſuffered, being 
tempted, he is able to ſuccour 
them that are tempted. 

III Wherefore, Holy Brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly calling, 
conſider the Apoſtle and high 
prieſt of our profeflion, Criſt 


| Jeſus ; 2 Who was faithful to 


him that made him, as allo zvas 
Moſes in all his houle. 3 For 
he was counted worthy of more 
glory than Moſes, inaſmuch 25 
he who hath builded the houſe, 
hath more honour than the houſe. 
4 For every houſe 1s builded by 
ſome one; but he that built all 
things 75s God. & And Moles 
verily zvas faithful in all his houſe 
as a ſervant, for a teſtimony of 
thoſe things which were to be 
ſpoken after; 6 But Chriſt as a 
Son over his own houſe : which 
houſe are we, if we hold fait the 
confidence, and the rejoicing of 
the hope firm unto the end. 7 
Wherefore, as the Holy Ghoſt 
ſaith, Lo day if ye will hear his 
voice, 8 Harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation, in the day 


of temptation in the wilderne( : 


9g When

9 When your fathers tried and 
proved me in that trial, and faw 
my woiks forty years. 10Where- 
fore I was grieved with this ge- 
nera:ion, and ſaid, They do al- 
way err in heart; and they have 
not known my ways. 11 So J 
ſware in my wrath, They ſhall. 
not enter into my reſt. 12 Take 
heed, B:ethren, leſt there be in 
any of you an evil heart of un- 
belief, in departing from the liv- 
ing God. 13 But exhort one 
another daily, while it 1s called, 
To-day ; leſt any of you be 
hardned through the deceitfulneſs 
of fin. 14 For we are made 
partakers of Chriſt, if we hold 
the beginning of our confidence 
Redfaſt unto the end; 15 Wulle 
it is faid, To-day if ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation. 16 For 
ſome when they had heard, did 
provoke : howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moles. 
17 But with whom was he griev- 
ed forty years? avas it not with 


them that had finned, whoic | 


carcaſes fell in the wilderneſs ? 
18 And to whom ſware he that 
they ſhould not enter into his 
reſt, but to em that believed 
not? 19 So we ſee that they 


cou'd not enter in becauſe of un- 
belief, 


IV. Let us therefore {:ar, leſt 


2 promiſe being left of entering 
into his reſt, an» of you ſhould 
ſeem to come ſhort of it. 2 For 
unto us was the goſpel preached, 
as well as unto them: bu be 
word preached did not protit 
them, not being mixed with the 
faith of them that heard. 3 For 
we who have believed do enter 
into reſt, as he ſaid, As I have 
worn in my wrath, If they ſhal! 
enter into my reſt : although the 
works were finiſhed from the 
loundation of the world, 4 For 


| 
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he ſpake in a certain place of the 
ſeventh day on this wiſe, And 
God did reſt the ſeventh day from 
all his works. 5 And in this 
again, If they ſhall enter into 
my reſt. 6 Seeing therefore it 
remaineth that ſome mult enter 
therein, and they to whom it 
was firſt preached, entered not 
in becauſe of unbelief : 7 A- 
gain, he limiteth a certain day, 


ſaying in David, To-day, after 
ſo long a time; as it was ſaid 


beforehand, To-day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts. 8 For if Joſhua had gi- 
ven them reſt, then would he not 
afterward have ſpoken of another 
day. ꝙ Therefore this is ano- 
ther reſt yet to come, for the 
people of God. 10 For he that 
is entered into his ret, he alſo 
hath ceaſed from ail his own 
works, as God from his. 11 
Let us labour therefore, Rrethren, 
to enter into that reſt, leſt any 
man fall from the ame example 
of truth. 12 For the word of 
God is quick, and powertul, and 
ſharper han a two-edged ſword, 
pier > even to the dividing a- 


unde, of ſoul and ſpirit, nd of 


the joints and morrow, and zs a 
diſc rner of tue houghts and in- 
tents of the heart. 13 Neither 
is there any creature that i not 
manifeit in his figh. : but all 
things are naked, and opened 
unto the eyes of him of whom 


we ſpeak. 14 Seeing then that 


we have a great high prieſt, that 


is paſied into the heavens, Jeſus 


the Son of God, let us hold fait 
our profeſſion. 15 For we have 
not an high prieſt who cat not be 
touched with the feeling ot our 


infirmities; but was in all points 


tempted like as we are, without 
ſin. 16 Let us ther-fore come 


boldly unto the throne of grace, 


that we may obtain mercy, and 
L find 
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find grace for ſeaſonable ailit- 
ance. | 

For every high prieſt ta- 
ken from among men, s ordain- 
ed for men in things pertaining 
to God, that he may offer bon 
gifts and {acrifices for fins: 2 
Who can have compaſſion on the 
ignorant, and on tnem that are 
out of the way; for that he him- 
ſelf alſo is compaſſed with infir- 
mity : 3 And for that reaſon 


he ought, as for the p-ople, ſo 


al ſo for himſelf, to offer for fins. 
4 And no man taketh this ho 
Nour unto himſelf, but he that is 
called of God, as ac Aaron: 
5 So allo, Chrit glorified not 
himſelf, to be made an high 


prieſt; but he chat ſaid unto him, 
Thou art my Son, to-day have 


I begotten thee, 6 As he faith 
alſo again in another place, Thou 


art a prieſt for ever after che or 


der of Melchiled*c. 7 Who in 
the dais of his fleſh, when he 


had offered up prayers and ſup- 


plications, with ſtrong crying 
and tears, unto him that was able 
to ſave him from death, and was 
heard, in that he feared; 8 
Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience, by the 
things which he ſuffered : 9 
And being made perfect, he be 
came the author of eternal ſa] 
vation unto all them that obey 
im; 10 Called of God an 
high prieſt after the order of Mel- 


chiſedec. 11 Of whom alſo we | better things of you, and things 


have many things to ſay, and 
hard to be uttered ; ſeeing ye 


ale dull of hearing. 12 For 


when ſor the time ye ought to be 
teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the 
Hrſt principles of the words of 
God; and are become {ſuch a: 
have need of milk, and not of 
ſtrong meat. 13 For every one 
that uleth milk, is unſkilful in 


K 


the word of righteouſneſs: for 
he is ſtill a babe. 14 But ſtrong 
meat belongeth to tnem that are 
ot full age, to thoſe who by rea. 
ſon of uſe have their tentes exer. 
ciſed to diſcern both good and 
evil. 

VI Therefore leaving the 
principles of the doftrine of Chriſt, 
let us go on unto perfection; not 
lay ing again the foundation of 
repentance from dead works; 
aad of faith towards God; 2 Of 
tne doctrine of baptiſms; and of 
laying on of hands; of reſur- 
rection of the dead; and of e- 
ternal judgment. 3 And this will 
we do, it God permit. 4 For 
it is impoſſible for thoſe who 
were once enlightned, and have 


| talted of the heavenly gift, and 


ere made partakers of the Ho- 
iy Ghoſt, 5 And have talied 
the good word of God, and the 
powers of the world to come; 6 
And are fa'len away, to renew 
them again unto repentance : ſee- 
ing they crucify to themſelves 
the Son of God, and put him to 
an open ſhame. 7 For the earth 
which drinketh in the rain that 
cometh oft upon it, and bringeth 
forth herbs meet for them by 
whom it is drefled, receiveth 
bleſſing from God: 8 But that 
which beareth thorns and briers, 
rejected, and is nigh unto curl- 


ing; wroſe end ig to be burned. 


9 But beloved, we are per uaded 


that accompany ſalvation, though 
we thus ſpeak. 10 For God 2 
not unrighteous, to forget your 
Work of love, which ye have 
ſnewed toward his name, in that 
ve have miniſtred to the ſaints, 
and do miniſter. 11 And we 
geſire hat every one of you de 
ſhew the ſame diligence, to the 
full aſſurance of hope unto the 
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end: 12 That ye be not nf. 
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2 To whom alſo Abraham gave 


teouineis, and after that allo, 
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fal, but followers of them, wiv 
through faith and patience inhe- 
tit the promiſes. 13 For when 
God made promiſe to Abraham, 
ecauſe he could {wear by no 
greater, he ſware by himſelf, 
14 Saying, Surely, blefling, I 
will bleſs thee, and mul.iplying, 
I will multiply thee. 15 And 
ſo, aſter he had patiently endu ed, 
he obtained the promi:e. 16 For 
men {wear by the greater: and 
an oath for confirmation z; to them 
an end of all ſtrife. 17 Where- | 
in God willing more abundantly 
to ſhew unto the heirs of promiſe 
the immutability of his counſel, 
confirmed it by an oath : 18 
That with two mmutable things, 
in which 27 was impoſſiole for 
God to lie, we might have a 
ſtrong conſolation, who have fled 
for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope ſer before us: 19 Which 
we have as an anchor of the 
foul, both ſure and ſtedfaſt, and 
which entereth into that within 
the vail, 20 Whither the forerun- 
er is {or us entered, Jeſus Chriſt; 
made an high prieſt tor ever after 
the order of Melchiſedec. 

VII. For this Melchiſedec was 
ting of Salem, and prieſt of the 
molt high God, who met Abra- 
bam returning from the ſlaughter 
of the Kings, and blefled him, 
and Abraham was bleſſed by him. 


a tenth part of all: firſt being 
by interpretation, king of Righ 


King of Salem, which is, king 
of Peace; 3 Without father, 
without mother, without genea- 
logy, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life ; but 
made like unto the Son of God, 
abideth a prieſt continually. 4 
Now conſider how great he was, 


unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the 
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ſpoils. 5 And verily they that 
are of the ſons of Levi, who re- 
ceive tue oifice of the prieſthood, 
have a commandment to take 
tithes ot the people according to 


| the law, that is, of their bre- 


thren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham: 6 But 
he whole deſcent is not counted 
from them, reccived tithes of A- 
braham, and bleſſed him that 
had the promiſes. 7 And with- 
out all contradiction, the les is 
bleſſed of the better. 8 And 
here men that die receive tithes : 
bit there he of whom it is wit- 
neſted that he liveih. 9 Ard as 
I may ſo ſay, Levi alio who re- 
ceiveth tiches, payed tithes in 
Abraham. 10 For he was yet 
in the loins of his father when 
Melchiſedec met him. 11 It 


_ therefore perfection were by the 


Levitical prieſthood, for under 1t 
the people received the law, what 
further need that another prieſt 
ſhould riſe aſter the order Mel- 
Chiledec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? 12 For 
the prieſthood being changed, 
there is made of neceſſity a change 
alſo of the law. 13 For he of 
whom theſe things ate ſpoken, 
pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at 
the altar.

nothing perfect, but the intro- 
duction of a bete hope did; by 
the which we draw nigh unto 
God. 20 dad inaſmuch as 17 


_ vas not without an oath : For 


thoſ: priells were made without 
an oath, 21 But this with an 
oath, by him chat ſaid unto 
him, 'The Lord ſware and will 


not repent, Thou art a prieſt 


for ever after the order of Mel- 
chiſedec. 22 By ſo much was 
Jeius made a ſurety of a better 
covenant. 23 And they truly 
were many prieſts, becauſe they 
were not ſuffered to continue by 
reaſon of death : 24 But he, 


| becauſe he continueth ever, ha, 


an unchangeable prieſthood. 25 
Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermo?, that com: 
unto God by him, ſeeing he ever 


liveth to make interceflion for 


26 For ſuch an high 
prieſt became us alſo, holy, herm- 


leſs, undef led, ſeparate from ſin- 


ners, and made higher than che 
heavens; 27 Who needeth not

{aith he, thou make all things 
according to the pattern ſhewed 
to thee in the mount. 6 But 
now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent miniſtry for thee, by how 
much he is the mediator of a bet. 
ter covenant, which was eſta. 
vliſhed upon better promiſes. 7 
For if that firſt had been faultleſs, 
then ſhould no place have been 
{ought for a {econd. 8 For find- 
ing fault with them, he faith, 
Behold the days come, ſaith the 
Led, when I will make a new 
covenant with the houſe of Iſrael, 
and ine houſe of Judah: 9 Not 
according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the 
day when I took them by the 
had to lead them out of the 
land of Egypt; becauſe they 
continued not in my covenant, 
and I regarded them not, faith 
the Lord.

IX. Then verily the firſt had 


alſo ordinances of divine ſervice, 
and a worldly ſanctuary. 2 For 
there was a tabernacle made, the 


firſt, wherein avas the candle- 


tick, and the table, and the 


ſhew-bread ; which is called the 
Holy of Holies. 3 And after 
the ſecond veil, the tabernacle 


which is called the holieſt of all: 


4 Which had the golden cenſer, 
and the ark of the covenant o- 


yerlaid round about with gold, 


wherein was the golden pot that 


had manna, and Aaron's rod that 
budded, and the tables of the 


covenant ; $5 And over it the 


cherubims of glory, ſhadowing 
the mercy-ſeat : of which we 
cannot now ſpeak particularly. 
6 Now when theſe things were 
thus ordained, the prieſts go al- 
ways into the firſt tabernacle, 
accompliſhing their ſervice, 7 
But into the ſecond the high prieſt 
alone once every year, not with- 
out blood, which he offers for 
himſelf, and the errors of the 


people. 8 The Holy Ghoſt this 
" ſignifying, that the way into the 


holieſt of all, is not yet made 
manifeſt, while as the firſt taber- 
nacle is yet ſtanding: 9 Which 


7s the firſt for the time now 


preſent, in which are offered 
both gifts and ſacrifices, that 
cannot make him that does the 
ſervice perfe&, as pertaining to 


the conſcience, 10 Being only in 


meats, and drinks, and divers 
waſhings, and carnal ordinances 
impoſed until the time of refor- 
mation. 11 But Chriſt being 
come an high prieſt of good things 
to come, through a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to ſay, not of 
this building; 12 Neither by 
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the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered in 


once into the holy place, having 


obtained eternal redemption. 13 
For if the blood of goats, and of 
bulls, and the aſhes of an heifer 
ſpriakling the unclean, ſanctifi- 
eth to the purifying of the fleſh ; 
14 How much more ſhall the 
blood of Chriſt do, who through 
the Holy Spirit, offered him ſelf 
without ſpot to God, who will 
purge our conſcience from dead 
works to ſerve the living God; 
15 And for this cauſe he is the 


Mediator of the new covenant, 


that by means of death, for the 
redemption of the tranſgreſſions 
that were under the firſt covenant, 
they who are called might re- 
ceive the promiſe of eternal inhe- 
ritance. 16 For where a teſta- 
ment is, there muſt allo of ne- 
ceſſity be the death of the teſtator. 
17 For a teſtament 7; of force af- 


ter men are dead: otherwiſe it is 


of no ſtrength at all whilſt the 
teitator liveth. 
the firſt covenant was not dedica- 


ted without blood. 19 For when 


Moſes had ſpoken every precept 
to all the people according to 


the law, he took the blood of 


calves and of goats, with water 


and ſcarlet wool}, and hyſſop, 


and ſprinkled both the book and 


all the people, 20 Saying, This 


is the blood of the covenant which 
God hath enjoined unto you. 25 
Moreover, he ſprinkled likewiſe 


With blood both the tabernacle, 
and all the veſſels of the miniſtry. 


22 And almoſt all things are by 


the law purged with blood; and 


without ſhedding of blood is no 


remiſſion. 23 It was therefore 


neceſſary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens ſhould be 
purified with theſe ; but the hea- 
venly things themſelves with bet- 
ter ſacrifices than theſe.

12 Ard I {aw the dead, 
the great and the fmall, ſtand 
before the thronz; and the books 
were opened: and another book

life: and the dead were judged 
out of thoſe things which were 
written in the books, according 
to their works. 13 And the 
ſea gave up the dead, thoſe that 
were in it; and death and hades 
delivered up the dead, thoſe that 
were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works. 14 And death and 
hades were caſt into the lake of 
fire: This is the ſecond death, 
the lalze of fire. 15 And who- 
ſoever was not found written in 
the book of life, was caſt into

8 But 
the fearii:!l, and unbelieving, 5 50

death. 9 And there came one 


of the ſeven angels, who had the 
ſeven vials full of the ſeven laſt 
plagues, and talked with me, 
ſaving, Come hither, I will 
ſhew thee the bride, the Lamb's 
wife.

18 And the building of the wall 
of it was of jaſper; and the city 
pure gold, and like unto clear 


glaſs. 19 The foundations of 


the wall of the city avere gar- 
niſhed with all manner of pre- 
cious ſtones. The firſt founda- 
tion a jaſper; the ſecond, a ſap- 
phire; the third, a chalcedony; 
the fourth, an emerald; 20 
The filth, a ſardonyx; the ſixth 

a ſardius; the ſeventh, a chry o- 
lite; the eighth, a bery!; the 
ninth, a topaz; the tenth, à 
chryſopraſus; the. elevenih, a 
jacinQ ; the twelſch, an amethyit. 
21 And the twelve gates twelve 
pearls; every ſeveral gate was of 
one pearl: and the tree: of the 
City <vas pure gold, as it were 
tranſparent glais. 22 And 1 
ſaw no temple therein: for the 

Lord God almighty, and the 
Lamb, are the temple of it. 23 
And the city had no need of the 
ſun, neither of the moon to fine 

in it: for the glory of God cid 
lighten it. and the Lamb i the 
light thereof. 24 And the ha. 
tions ſhall walk by the light of 
it: and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory unto it. 25 
And the gates of it ſhall not be 
ſhut at all by day: for there 
ſhall be no night there, 26 And 
they ſhall bring the glory and 
honour of the nations into it. 
27 And there ſhall in no wie 
enter into it any common thit g, 
neither Hat wo keth abomina- 
tion, or a lie: but they who are 
written in the Lamb's book of 
life. | | | 
XXII. And he ſhesed me a 
pure river of water of lite, clear 
as cryſlal, proceeding out of the 
throne of God, and of the Lamb. 


2 In the midſt of the ſtreet of it, 
and on this ſide and on that fide
